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DEWEY WANTS THE OREGON. 


Cables That She Should Be Sent {0 Manila at 
Once for “Political Reasons,” 


Oificials Construe His Message to Mean That Foreign 
Complications May Be Threatened. 


SHARP FIGHTING BY BRIGADE OF BRIG-CEN. OTIS. 


Rebels at Caloocan Driven Back With Severe Loss, but the Americans 
Suffered Many Casualties Also—Insurgent Sharpshooters Active All 
Day and the Headquarters of the Twentieth Kansas Removed to a Safe 
Place Far Inside the Line—Whosesale Arrests Made and the City Kept 
Quiet—Gen. Otis ,Cables That Confidence is Restored and Business 
Resumed Again—Threats of the Filipinos to Burn the Center of 
Manila not Carried Out Last Night, for Obvious Reasons—Long List of 


Casualties Received Yesterday. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the Sun from 
Washington says that a telegram re- 
ceived at the Navy Department today 
from Rear-Admiral Dewey at Manila 
has excited the greatest interest in of- 
ficial circles. It was a very brief mes- 
sage, but the phraseology employed by 
the admiral justified the significant in- 
terpretation which was placel upon it 
by many Officials. 

The message, which was dated Ma- 
nila, February 24, was as follows: 

“For political reasons, the Oregon 
should be sent here at once.”’ 

It was read at the Cabinet meeting 
and discussed at some length, and 
while Cabinet officers did not disclose 
the details of the discussion, those who 
were seen, expressed a positive convic- 
tion that the “political reasons” to 
which Dewey refers did not concern any 
foreign interference. 

It was their opinion that the term 
was used as a synonym of “moral ef- 
fect” in connection with the Philippine 
uprising. The text of the message be- 
came public just before the Cabinet 
met. and obtained’ general circulation 
in official quarters while the Presi- 
dent and his advisers were holding their 
session. 


FOREIGN COMPLICATIONS. 

There appeared to be only one view 
held by those officials who cared to ex- 
press an opinion. They interpreted the 
words “political reasons” to mean that 
the danger of foreign complications in 
the Philippines had been renewed. Nat- 
urally the first thought of those who 
held that belief was that Germany was 
again showing a disposition to hamper 
the efforts of the American representa- 
tives at Manila to maintain the au- 
thority of this government. ; 

It was suggested by several officials 
that the “political reasons” requiring 
the presence of the Oregon at Manila 
may have arisen from a desire on the 
part of Germany or some other foreign 
power. whose subjects have property 
interests in the Philipréne capital, to 
send marines to guard the lives and 
belongings of those subjects. 

It is customary for the great govern- 
ments of the world to lanhd@d armed 
forces at places in semi-civilized coun- 
tries. but the United States would not 
permit foreign warships to land ma- 
rines or sailors at Manila, for the rea- 
son that such aquiescence would be a 
practical admission that this govern- 
ment could not preserve law and or- 
der. An attempt to make such a land- 
ing against the wishes of the United 
States would likely result in a conflict 
between the American fleet and the 
foreign ships covering the attempt. 

OTHER OFFICIALS DISSENT. 

The opinions expressed by Cabinet of- 
ficials are not shared by other officials. 
Admiral Dewey, it is contended by 
those holding the view opposed to that 
of the Cabinet officers, is a man who 
does not use words that do not convey 
his meaning. In saying that for “po- 
litical reasons’’ the Oregon should be 
sent to Manila at once, he did not 
mean that’ the big battleship was 
wanted because of the moral effect she 
would have on the natives. 

The Oregon is too big a ship to be 
in use in the lagoons and rivers that 
approach the present fighting line, and 
her big guns are practically the same 
as those in the forward turret of the 
monitor Monterey, now at Manila. | 
These dissenting opinions evi- 
dently shared pretty generally outside 
Cabinet circles,

They were completely routed yesterday 
with a loss of killed and wounded of 
about 500 and 200 prisoners. Our loss 
Was very slight. The city is quiet.

OFFICIALS SURPRISED. 


Does Keen Admiral Dewey Discern 
a Gathering Warcloud?t 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The cable- 
gram from Admiral Dewey asking for 
the Oregon was received with surprise 
by the cfficials here. No one knew, or 
at least would admit that he knew, 
the nature of the political reasons 
which the admiral says demanded the 
immediate presence of the peerless 
battleship. The cablegram was taken 
to the Cabinet board and fully dis- 
cussed there. 

The admiral, it is said, possibly feels 
that the moral effect of the presence 
of the big ship upon the insurgents 
themselves, and particularly upon the 
large element among the Filipinos, 
that is believed to be restrained with 
difficulty from joining fortunes with 
Aguinaldo, with whom their sympa- 
thies. lie, would be good. But there is 
an underlying doubt whether or not 
the admiral may not be keenly sighting 
a gathering cloud in the East, and is 
looking to the prevention of any pos- 
sible intervention or interference of 
European powers in the struggle now 
in progress in the neighborhood of 
Manila. 

It is believed that in the big fires 
much property of foreign residents and 
business concerns was destroyed. That 
these fires were caused by the insur- 
gents cannot be denied, and it may be 
that some of the foreign naval com- 
manders in the East are disposed to 
seize upon the pretext that their inter- 
ests demand protection which we can- 
not afford them, to make a lanWing 
or do sométhing. obnoxious to the 
United States and likely. to ensourage 
the insurgents. 

With such a strong naval force as 
would be afforded by the reinforce- 
ment of Dewey’s fleet by the Oregon, 
there could not be any sound reason, 
or even a plausible reason, for any 
such action on the part of third par- 
ties. 

I¢ is said here that up to this mo- 
ment there has been no intimation of 
@& purpose on the part of the govern- 
ments to file any claims for pecuniary 
remuneration for.the property of their 
citizens destroyed in the fires and fight- 
ing at either Manila or Iloilo. Just 
what disposition would be made of any 
such demand is not indicated here, 
though there is ground for the belief 


that it can be shown that our military- 


and naval officers practiced the pre- 
cautions required by international law 
in the matter of giving due notice to 
foreigners of any action in the way of 
bombardment -that might injure their 
property, and otherwise did everything 
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that could be done to protect the for- 
eign interests equally with cur own, 
and then there is little foundation for 
a second claim for damages. 

The Oregon arrived at Honolulu on 
the 5th inst., according to the tele- 
graphic report that came to the Newy 
Department this morning. No mention 
was made of her being in need of re- 
pairs, as is stateA in the press dis- 
patches. 

Assuming that the battleship really 
needed ten days’ repairs, she should 
have started away from Honolulu on her 
long run to Manila on the 15th inst. 
Allowing for detention on account of 
coaling at Guam or some other point 
between Honolulu and Manila, it is esti- 
mated that the Oregon will reach Ma- 
nila about the 10th of March. 

Meanwhile the War Department of- 
ficials were agreeably surprised this 
morning to learn that Gen. Otis at 
Manila had received the first of his 
reinforcements nearly six days before 
they were expected. They came on the 
Scandia, which brought half of the 
Twentieth Infantry. She sailed from 
San Francisco January 28, in company 
with the Morgan City, which has 
aboard the remaining half of the 
Twentieth Infantry, and as both ships 
were at Honolulu at the same time, the 
Morgan City will be expected in Manila 
within twenty-four hours, unless she 
was detained, which is not expected. 

The transports Ohio and Senator, 
with the Twerty-second Infantry 
aboard, sailed from San Francisco 
only four days later than the Scandia, 
so that within a week Otis will have 
2500 fresh men to relieve those who 
have been fighting on the outposts. 

ON THE WAY TO MANILA.

HOT FIRING AT CALOOCAN, 


Rebel Sharpshootcers Active—Twen- 
tleth Kansas—Quarters Moved.

MANILA, Feb. 24, 4:44 p.m.—[{By 
Asiatic Cable.] The enemy's sharp- 
shooters base been particularly 
about Caloocan all day. Special at- 
tention avas paid to the three ¢.1n bat- 
teries near the railroad and the im- 
proven+n,. ct the rebel marksinanship 
was very noticeable.fhe rebels fired 
volleys at the battery, their bullets fre- 
quently skimming the tops of the sand 

bags. 

A lieutenant of the Twentieth Kan- 
sas Volunteers and three other men 
were clightly wounded. A man pFy-s 
killed in the trenches today. 

The rebel battery has not beén used 
since a shell from the United States 
double-turreted monitor Monadnock ex- 
ploded over it yesterday. 

The enemy’s fire was so hot during 
the night in the vicinity of the Hig- 
gins House that the headquarters was 
removed to a church 400 yards inside 
the line. 

A few small! fires have destroyed sev- 
eral native houses in the outskirts of 
the city. 

The Twentieth Infantry is being dis- 
embarked from the transport Scandia. 
The regiment will be encamped on the 
water front, at the former quarters of 
the Tennessee Volunteers, temporarily. 


GEN. H. G. OTIS’S BRIGADE. 


Lively Skirmishes With the Rebels, 
Who Suffered Heavy Loss. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
MANILA, Feb. 24, 10:30 a.m.—[{By 
Asiatic Cable.] Owing to the wholesale 
arrests of all suspected Filipinos yes- 
terday and the clearing of the streets 
at 7 o’clock last’night, threatened re- 
newal of the scenes of the previous 
night did not occur. With the excep- 
tion of a few shots fired in the neigh- 
borhood of the penitentiary the city 
was quiet as possible. 
Outside Manila the rebels were very 
active. At Caloocan the brigade com- 


eral lively skirmishes with the rebels, 
but at daylight the rebels were driven 
back with severe loss. 

The feeling in the city is much im- 
proved today aud business generally 
has been resumed. Excellent order is 
maintained by Gen. Hughes’s police 
force, which is universally commended. 

The United States transport Scandia, 
with the Twentieth Infantry on board, 
has arrived here from San Francisco, 
which port she left on January 26. All 
duties on importations of fresh fruits, 
vegetables and meats have been tem- 
porarily suspended.

The foreign consuls met to confer re- 
garding commercial interests, but the 
result of their deliberations has not 
been communicated, it is understood, to 
the American authorities. The Brit- 
ish Consul avas not present at the con- 
ference. 

The shooting of two Englishmen and 
of Mr. Argentine, manager of the An- 
drews cotton mill at Tondo on Wednes- 
day. is generally regretted, but it is 
admitted that it was quite unavoidable, 
Instead of remaining in the stone 
basement during the excitement oc- 
casioned by the fires in the vicinity, 
the trio leaned from an upper window. 
Their white suits attracted the atten- 
tion of the American soldiers who, be- 
lieving them to be natives firing from 
the windows, shot all three. Mr. Argen- 
tine is dead. Mr. Simpson is fatally 
wounded and Mr. Haslam slightly. 

By permission of the authorities a 
party of blue jackets is landed every 
evening from the British cruiser Nar- 
cissus. to act as a special fire brigade 
for wetiing down the consulate and 
ranks as a precaution against incen- 
diaries.

Mr. Pettigrew of North 
Dakota, Populist, started in to make 
a fight and he contested his ground 
pretty stubbornly for a time, mak- 
ing some rather telling points 
against the canal measure at this 
time. 

Teller af Colorado also chimed in 
with the opposition, buat all this 
made no impression upon the Senate, 
It was ready for a vote the instant 
the amendment had been read; it 
was, in fact, ready for a vote long 
before that, and no amount of wind.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—After 4 
session of nearly eight hours today the 
Senate this evening at 6:30 o'clock 
passed the River and Harbor Bill by 
the decisive vote of 50 to 3. The mea- 
gure was under consideration through- 
out the day and on several of the 
committee amendments a determined 
fight was made, but in every instance 
thé opposition availed nothing.

Mr. Pettigrew (Sil. Rep.,) Mr. Raw- 
lins (Dem.) of Utah and Mr. Teller 
(Sil. Rep.) of Colorado vigorously at- 
tacked the. bill, their opposition being 
directed especially against the canal 
amendment. The statement was made 


that the measure would never see the 
light of day in the House, and that the

canal would not be built under’ the 
proposition inserted in the bill. 
During the afternoon Mr. Sewall of 


New Jersey delivered a speech in sup- 
port of the Hull-Hawley Army Reor- 
ganization Biil, in the course of awhich 
he declared that the United States was 
now as much at war in the Philippines 
as it was with Spain when our army 
was before Santiago. He expressed 
the belief that it ould require an army 
of 50,000 men to control the Filipinos 
and that we were likely yet to have 
serious trouble in Cuba.

Congress. In his opinion the country |

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

DESERVED RECOGNITION. 


Robert W. Dowdy Retained on the 
Active List for Bravery. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The rec- 
ords of the War Department show an 
interesting story in connection with 
the nomination by the President of an 
officer on the retired list of the army, 
Robert W. Dowdy, to be a captain in 
active service. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish war, Dowdy was a lieutenant 
in the Seventeenth Infantry.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says that Paul 
de Roulede today made an effort to 
suborn the army ‘and signally failed. He 
is now biting his nails in Rivoli Bar- 
racks within a cell at the depot, await- 
ing an exit and ¢rial before the Haute 
Court in prospect. MM. Habert and 
Millevoye were also arrested. 

The Figaro gives the following ver- 
sion: 

“At 5 o’clock M. de Roulede was at 
the head of the Ligue des Patriots and 
Semitic committees in the Place des 
Nations, when Gen. Roget, formerly 
M. Cavaignac’s chief of cabinet, returned 
from the funeral at head of a brigade 
of infantry. 

“The league cheered M. de Roulede 
and he and M. Marcel Habert placed 
themselves beside the general, who 
shook hands with M. de Roulede, who 
is an old friend. 

**M. de Roulede exclaimed: ‘I hope you 
will march to the Elysée. France is 
with you. You must save the unhappy 
country. The league is with you.’ 

“The general did not reply, but con- 
tinued to march along the Boulevard de 
Diderot, followed by M. de Roulede and 
the patriots, who perhaps thought of 
going to the Elysée via the quays. 

“At the Rue Rivoli they were disil- 
lusionized. The troops were sent to the 
barracks. The league stopped while 
MM. de Roulede and Habert followed 
into the barracks and harangued the 
soldiers, repeating: ‘Save us from an- 
archy and the Dreyfusards. The gen- 
eral who will save the country will de- 
serve well of France.’ 

“The general replied: ‘Go out or I 
will close the gates on you as prison- 
ers.’ 

““*All right, we are your prisoners 
and remain with you.’ 

“The gates were then closed.” 

In another version M. de Roulede 
merely followed Gen. Roget into the 
barracks and on his refusal to go out 
was detained with M. Habert. 

According to the first reports from 
the Prefecture of Police the Ligue des 
Patriots, which had a rendezvous in the 
Place de la Republique at 3 o’clock and 
when prevented from assembling went 
to the Place de la Bastile, again met 
the police. The league marched to the 
Place des Nations, headed by MM. de 
Roulede, Habert, Casies and Millevoye 
and the Comte d’Aulan. 

Then, finding it impossible to reach 
the cemetery in time, they abandoned 
the plan. At 6 o’clock the regiments 
under Gen. Roget passed aith much 
cheering. MM. de Roulede and Habert 
followed the troops into the barracks 
and refused to go out when told by the 
general and colonel who urged them 
to withdraw. 

‘We come here in the sanctuary, to 
the French army to shout ‘Vive 
France!’ ‘Vive l’armée!’ and will only 
go when forced by the police. 

The colonel tried again. It was use- 
less and he took them into a room and 
telephoned to the Military Governor 
who informed the Prefect of Police. 
The Prefect replied: 

“Since they want to stop, leave them 
till they are tired and go away.” 

The Figaro says this is the most prob- 
able version. 


ACCUSED BY ROGET. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PARIS, Feb. 24.—Deputies de Rou- 
lede, Marcel, Habert and Millevoye, 
who were arrested last night, were 
confronted at 2 o’clock this morning 
with Gen. Roget, who declared that 
M. de Roulede had iried to induce him 
and his troops to march on the Elysée 
Palace. The friends of M. de Roulede 
fear that he will be tried before the 
Senate sitting as a high court. In all 
the police made about four’ hundred 
@rrests yesterday. 

MM. de Roulede and Marcel Habert 
(not Herbert) are still detained in cus- 
tody this afternoon. Authority to pros- 
ecute them will be asked of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 

M. Millevoye will be tried before 
the Correctional Court for assault on 
the police. 

The Chief of Police has commenced 
a search of headquarters of the League 
of Pairiots situated in the Rue des 
Petits Champs, forcing open drasavers 
and boxes. 


PRESIDENT LOUBET PRESIDED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PARIS, Feb. 24.—President Loubet 
presided at the Cabinet council held 
this morning. He complimented the 
Minister of War, M. de Freycinet, on 
the soldierly appearance of the troops 
which took part in yesterday's cere- 
mony. 


FUNERAL TRAPPINGS. 
Gorgeous Display—Flowers, Bunting, 
Emblems and Colors, 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.]} 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Paris says that per- 
fect order, even reverence, marked the 
passage of Felix Faure’s funeral pro- 
cession, not only along the Place de la 
Concorde and the fashionable thorough- 
fares, but especially in the turbulent 
district skirting Belleville, and extend- 
ing from the Boulevard Sebastopol to 
Pere la Chaise Cemetery. President 
Loubet, in plain evening dress, with the 
broad ribbon of the Legion of Honor 
and wearing a silk hat, attended by 
the Prime Minister, the president of 
the chamber and the vice-president of 
the Senate, walked behind the hearse 
from the Elysée Palace to Notre Dame, 
and thence to Pere la Chaise, a distance 
of five and a half miles. At no place in 
this long route was there a solitary de- 

risive shout of jeer. 

It was the most imposing sight seen 
in Paris for many a day. The sun 
shone brightly from. a cloudless blue 
' gkx, upon the brilliant uniforms of the 
troops, upon the dazzling scarlet robes 
and ermine of the magistrates, upon 
the superb black and _ silver hearse 
drawn by six jet black horses, capari- 
‘soned in silver and black and decked 
with jet ostrich plumes. Each horse 
was led by a groom in black and silver. 

The street lamps, burning beneath 
graceful crepe gauze, gave to the whole 
city the appearance of a vast chapelle 
ardente. 

Wreaths from foreign sovereigns and 
heads of state were exhibited upon 
silver and black chariots, drawn by 
black horses led by silver-laced grooms. 
There were twelve of these wreaths, 
each six yards in diameter, the hand- 


| 


somest of all being that of the Queen 
Regent of Spain, consisting of Parma 
violets and orchids. 

Emperor William’s wreath of dark 
violets and orchids was already half 
faded. The wreath of the President of 
the United States, composed of white 
lilacs and roses was most admired. 

Floral wreaths from associations and 
from cities and towns throughvut 
France, each bornre by six horse in brass 
helmets were so numerous and profuse 
as literally to perfume the air as they 
passed along the Place de la Concorde. 
A prominent Parisian florist estimates 
that the cost of the flowers in the cor- 
tege exceeded f.3,000,000. 

After the French tricolor, the flags 
which were the most numerous and 
conspicuous were those of Russia and 
the United States. Seldom have so 


| many American flags been displayed 


in Paris, and seldom, indeed, on such 
a public occasion, have so few British 
flags been seen. 

The German Emperor’s special mili- 
tary envoys to represent him, attracted 
marked attention, for they were verit- 
able giants, one of them, Maj. Plue- 
skow, of the First Regiment of Foot- 
guards, being nearly seven feet tall. 
He is reputed to be the tallest officer 
in the German army. They marched 
abreast and with white-plumed hel- 
mets, threw all other officers into the 
shade, not excepting the Russian mili- 
tary envoys in scarlet and gold. 

Another feature of -the pageant 
widely commented on was the promi- 
nence accorded to the magistrature 
and judiciary, not only of the Court 
of Cassation, but great tribunals of 
Paris, Lyons, Marseilles and other 
cities, all of whom were resplendent 
in their long, flowing ‘scarlet rober, 
with ‘broad bands of ermine. 

Fully 60,000 troops were massed in 
and around Paris, and the police were 
present in overwhelming force, fully 
determined to nip in the bud the first 
sign of disorder. : 

Not since the stormy days when 
Constans killed Boulangaism has there 
been a thorough and irresistible dis- 
play of police, backed by a military 
force and directed by such a masterly 
hand. President Loubet’s firmness and 
courage ar& universally commended. 
The new police regulations enforced 
today and tonight were essentially his 
own personal work. He evidently has 
a firm grasp of the handle of the 
broom. 

The day being a national holiday,. 
the streets were thronged with genuine 
workmen and laboring people, whose 
attitude to the public and its new 
President was unmistakable devotion 
and respect. Professional patriots, 
the paid rowdies of the nationa’ist 
demonstrations, were completely over- 
awed, as were also the fashionable 
groups of Bonapartists, who now seem 
almost as disconsolate as the royalists, 

A few insignificant brawls in the 
Place des Nations and also at the 
Libre Parole office and elsewhere, to- 
night, under the auspices of De Rou- 
lede and Millevoye, which promptly 
ended in their being arrested, are re- 
garded as exceptions which prove the 
rule that President Loubet’s firmness 
has given to the republic a new and 
unexpected vitality, even in Paris, 
where, however, it is admitted that 
the President lacks the prest'ge and 
panache of which the Parisians are 
so fond. 


GOMEZ GREETED BY LEE. 


CUBAN HERO PELTED WITH ROSES 
AND LAUREL WREATHS. 


Fourth Anniversary of the War for 
Freedom Celebrated — Spanish 
Rule Has Gone Forever—Rockets 
Fill the Air—Arches on Streets. 
Deaths at Guantanamo. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says that at 
Buenavista the train on which Maximo 
Gomez was traveling stopped long 
enough for Gomez and Lee to shake 
hands. As it started the American sol- 
diers were cheering for Gomez, while 
from the cars hundreds were shouting 
vivas for Lee. 

As Gomez stepped from:-the train at 
Marianao he was pelted with roses and 
laurel wreaths until he cried for mercy. 
It required half an hour for the in- 
surgent troops to extricate their chief 
from the crowd, which was mad with 
enthusiasm. Then he was escorted by 
the Cuban and American troops to the 
residence which had been prepared and 
where he dined with Lee. 

ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


HAVANA, Feb. 24.—Four years ago 
today the revolution in Cuba, which 
has just ended in the disappearance 
of Spanish rule from this island, broke 
out and today is a general holiday, tri- 
umphial arches have been erected in 
different quarters of the city, bearing 
patriotic inscriptions, rockets are pop- 
ping in the air, bands are playing. Gen. 
Ludlow, Governor-General of Havana, 
has given permission to the Cubans to 
bring 500 of their troops into the city 
with Gen. Gomez, who has’ selected 
this day for his triumphal entry into 
the Cuban capital. Gen. Ludlow will 
also receive Gen. Gomez with military 
honors, and Gen. Brooke desires to 
show the Cuban commander every at- 
tention. Gomez will attend a charity 
ball this evening at the Acon, the pro- 
ceeds going to the orphans of Cubans. 

The firemen will give a fire drill at 
their house in Central Park in honor 
of Gomez. who will witness it, and will 
be banqueted tomorrow by the city. 
The Cuban assembly meets tomorrow 
under the presidency of Gen. Gomez, 
and it is hoped that the members will 
get down to business. _

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RAILROAD PROBLEMS 


DEPEW ADDRESSES CONGRESS 
OF RAILWAY EMPLOYEES. 


A 


Organization, Being Non-Political, is 
Commended in Endeavoring to 
Solve Problem. 


INDIVIDUAL OWNERSHIP GONE. 


MANAGEMENTS MUST SATISFY THE 
PUBLIC AND OTHERS. 


Pooling of Interests Should = Be 
Granted by Law—Government 
Ownership not Desirable in 
This Country. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—At the armory 
of the First Infantry tonight the Con- 
gress of Railway Employés was ad- 
dressed by Senator-elect Chauncey M. 
Depew of New York. 

Mr. Depew said in part: 

“IT am glad to meet you here as the 
members of the Railroad Employés’ 
Political League. It is time that the 
men who are dependent upon the rail- 
roads for a living should look after 
their interests, not only as they are 
affected by the operation of the several 
companies where they are employed, 
but as they may be harmed or bene- 
fited by legislation. In being political, 
but not partisan, you have entered 
upon the right course. The moment a 
labor, a trade, or a charitable or’a re- 
ligious organization becoines identified 
with the one party or the other, and 
can be used to promote the interests of 
party managers and ; arty candidates, 
its usefulness has ceased. But when 
people who are united in the same gen- 
eral cause are in politics only so far as 
to inform legislators, Governors, Con- 

esses, and Presidents of their situa: 

tlon, of their rights, of their business 
and of contemplated wrongs and in- 
juries to them, then they are able to 
protect themselves.”’ 
. After a short review of the rise, de- 
velopment and present position of the 
railways—the great carriers of the 
world—he continued: 

“The great change in the railways of 
today and of the creative and settling 
periods is that individual ownership has 
disappeared. There is no railway sys- 
tem in the country one-quarter of 
whose stock is owned by any one inter- 
est. Any management which treats all 
its stockholders alike, which is free 
from rings or inside arrangements of 
any kind by which a few get rich at 
the expense. of the rest, will be con- 
tinued by the stockholders in office as 
long as the returns are satisfactory. 
That management must be something 
more, however, to remain in power, 
than have simply satisfactory returns. 
It must satisfy the public, and it must 
have from its employés that efficient 
and healthy service which comes only 
from their satisfaction with their em- 
ployment and devotion to its interests. 
When I first entered the service of the 
New York Central Railroad the vast 
majority of its stock was owned by 
one man and the balance by a few hun- 
dred others. Now there is a constitu- 
ency of about fifteen thousand; now 
its stock and that of the other solv- 
ent railroads is owned by people 
of moderate means, and by savings 
banks and by life insurance companies, 
whose investments represent the hard- 
earned savings of the working people. 

“Legislation on railway matters has 
become not only of great moment to 
the stockholders, but of much greater 
to the employés. When unwise laws 
injuriously affect the operations of a 
railroad line the manager at once calls 
together the members of all the de- 
partments. He says, ‘Under the oper- 
ations of this laaw our earnings have 
been cut down—so much. That will 
prevent our paying dividends,’ or if 
the road is not paying dividends, ‘That 
avill prevent our meeting the interest 
on our bonds and our company will go 
into the hands of a receiver. Now our 
official lives are at stake. If the stock- 
holders are dissatisfied the directors 
will turn us out; if the road goes into 
the hands of a receiver, some politician 
may be appointed by the court and he 
will turn us all out. Where can we 
cut doavn expenses to meet this loss of 
net earnings?’ The only elastic thing 
left is labor. A practical and horrible 
lesson was given in 1894, when 100,000 
men were dropped off the pay rolls. 
That meant an incalculable amount of 
misery. Railway employment is a spe- 
cial vocation. The conductor, the loco- 
motive engineer, the fireman, the 
brakeman and the switchman cannot 
steadily adapt themselves to anything 
but what is known as common labor, 
and for that they are not fitted. 

‘Now, legislators and public men do 
not mean tordo injustice, except a few 
demagogues. The rest are honest- 
minded to.do what is right. In States 
where the railway prejudice’ exists 
they expect a railroad president, or 
the railroad manager to be unscrupu- 
lous, and place little confidence in his 
statements, but a committee of the em- 
ployés, intelligently understanding the 


question would be listened to at once.

They would be listened to especially 
if the politicians knew if these active, 
intelligent and efficient workers, as 
all railroad men are, in the political | 
parties in their several districts meant | 
business; that they proposed to take 
the same care of their interests’ that 
other labor unions do of their interests; 
that farmers do of their interests; that 
bankers do of their interests; that 
manufacturers do of their interests. It 
is here where your lead will be of in- 
calculable benefit to the members of 
every department of the railway serv- 
ice. 

“You asked me in your letter, to 
say something about contracts between 
railway companies known as pooling 
contracts. I believe that the right of 
railway companies to form associations 
and to enter into pooling contracts 
should be granted, but only under the 
supervision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. I believe in strengthen- 
ing that commission, increasing its 
powers. and adding to its dignity, be- 
cause of the character of the men upon 
it. and the subjects with which it deals. 
The commission should stand next in 
the confidence of the people to the Su- 
preme Court of the United Statés. A 
committee of Congress attempting to 
deal with the questions of tariffs, for 
instance, a question which requires as 
much expert knowledge and long train- 
ing as to be a professor of mathematics, 
in the best college of the country, are 
wholly at sea. They cannot judge 


how far a rate from Chicago 
to New York is dependent upon 
arate from Kansas City to New 


Orleans or Galveston, or from S8t. 
Louis to Baltimore, or from the north- 
west through Montreal to Liverpool. 
But the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion would be competent to decide, 
having only this business and being 
in constant session. Give them abso- 
lute power over any pooling contract 
and then this vexed question is largely 
removed from the immature judgment 
of politicians and ‘placed in the hands 
of a competent tribunal. The inter- 
state commerce law was passed to 
prevent discrimination. Its operations 
indicate the mistakes which a great, 
patriotic and able body, dealing with 
a thousand subjects, can make in pro- 
viding iron-clad rules for the trans- 
portation companies. Because the con- 
ditions of our internal commerce and 
of our export and import trade through 
various ports and Canadian outlets are 
constantly changing, this situation can 
only be wisely administered by a bu- 
reau of the government possessing very 
elastic discretionary powers. The in- 
terstate commerce law was enacted 
to prevent discriminations, and yet 
its operations have been to create com- 
binations and trusts, to destroy the 
independence of the individual, to in- 
jure small places and small*industries 
all other agencies combined. 

“Competition is the remed rov 
by the Interstate tear’ 
prevent discriminations. The object of 
the framer of that law was to stimu- 
late the normal effects of rival lines 
to draw business from each other. The 
commission and the author of the law 
now frankly admit that the method 
has intensified the evils it sought to 
cure. Railway competition differs from 
that known in trade. If a merchant or 
manufacturer fights a rival concern, 
and has the longer purse as well as 
business brains, he drives his adver- 
sary into bankruptcy and out of busi- 
ness, then buys up his stock at ruin- 
prices, and, having a monopoly, 
makes up the losses of the contest by 
larger sales and increased prices. But 
the State fixes the passenger fares, 
and under the common law as to reas- 
onable rates, puts a limit upon freight 
charges. The semi-public service ren- 
dered by the railroad justifies these 
restrictions. When a railroad goes 
into bankruptcy, the territory of which 
it is the sole outlet, has interests so 
great that the courts will not permit 
its sharing the fate of insolvency. The 
court rans regardless of its owner, and 
for the public convenience. The big 
shippers are always seeking exclu- 
sive favors, and they bargain with the 
weak line for all their shipments. This 
fills that line’s capacity, and the other 
lines maintain rates which will give 
some return to the investors in the 
property. The advantages possessed 
by these favored shippers on bankrupt 
road enable them in the close compe- 
tition of common markets to defeat 
and absorb similar enterprises in other 
localities, and that product goes into 
a trust. Then the trust or combination 
controlling this article of necessity 
fixes its own price to the producer and 
consumer and distributes its freight 
among the roads at its own rates. In 
short, it becomes the master of the 
railroad as well as the public. It is the 
genius of our institutions to foster and 
promote individual efforts. The great- 
est and surest prosperity to the country 
lies in a multitude of industries in 
many places and not all concentrated in 
a°few hands and at large terminal 
cities. The interest of both the stock- 
holder and the employés of the rail- 
road is to have many shippers instead 
of one or two, and business at as many 
local points as possible. From your 
standpoint, my friends, distribution of 
patrons and places means more trains, 
more cars, more men in the shops and 
yards, more activity at every station, 
and with better rates, larger earnings 
for the betterment of the road, the in- 
crease of its facilities and public serv- 
ice, and the return to its stock and 
bondholders of fair dividends and in- 
terest. No other way has yet been de- 
vised ¢o accomplish these results than 
pooling contracts made under the su- 
pervision and control of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 

“This supervision and control takes 
away the dangers which were appre- 


hended from these combinations. The 


government becomes a party to the 
contract. The government judges of 
their reasonableness before they can 
be executed; the government keeps 
its eyes and hand upon their work- 
ings and modifies or annuls them as 
the public interests require. One line 
runs for a thousand miles through an 
agricultural country, with few indus- 
tries, and has heavy grades, many 
bridges across rivers, and is handi- 
capped in other ways; but that line 
is the life of the common points, but 
on it are large towns and thriving 
factories, and its prosperity has en- 
abled it to improve its line and equip- 
ment up to the highest standard, 
which cheapens the cost of operation. 
The better line gets double the busi- 
ness and can carry for much less cost 
than its rival. By the present process 
the weaker line builds up great ship- 
pers and gradually impoverishes the 
business and places on its line. If it 
could contract with its powerful neigh- 
bor, they could resist the combination 
and protect the people, and each other. 

“T have not time to discuss govern- 
ment ownership. I have studied the 
workings of this system in Europe. 
The service is such as would not be tol- 
erated in this country after our experi- 
ence. The rates are double ours, be- 
cause the government finds this an easy 
way to raise revenues. The employés 
are virtually in the military service 
and governed by iron rules and disci- 
pline. They are the mainstay of the 
government party in elections, and 
their places are dependent upon voting 
as they are ordered. Their pay is 
about. half that received for similar 
service in the United States. 

“The secret of mutual good under- 
standing and friendly relations be- 
tween the corporation, its investors, its 
employés and the public is publicity 
and discussion. The open door is the 
policy of success. 

“There are a million workers in this 
great and useful industry. The move- 
mentiof the internal commerce of the 
country so that all parts may thrive 
and our producers and workers be en- 
abled to compete in the markets of the 
world and the safe, comfortable and 
speedy carriage of our people, is our 
function in the community. We care 
for an investment so large that it is the 
foundation of the credit and financial 
solvency of the-~- republic. We are 
brethren in this honorable employment. 
Let us foster an honest pride in our 
profession, and defend its rights and its 
dignity.’’ 


NO PAY FOR EAGAN. 


Nothing Can Be Done for Him Until 
He is Finally Retired. 
[BY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] From the present outlook 
there will be no pay for  Brig.-Gen. 
Eagan during the years which will 
elapse before he is retired upon his 
half-pay of the rank he last held. 
Since the return of the sentence of the 
President, based upon the findings 
of the court-martial, there has been 
much discussion of the exact status of 
affairs. Tnis has been carried on by 
the officials of the staff in the War 
Office, and they have come to the con- 
clusion that there is no case which 
fits this in the history of the depart- 
ment. 

In the case of Brig.-Gen Swaim, 
there was a provision made in the 
finding of the court for his pay, which 
was fixed at half the salary of his for- 
mer grade. In the case of Eagan, 
there was nothing said except that he 
was to be deprived of his rank and 
dut® 

This leaves the condition where there 
can be nothing done for the officer in 
the way of paying him, for there can 
be no condition under which he would 
be entitled to any compensation at all 
without detail or provision by the 
President. 

The auditor of the War Department 
today said he could find no precedent 
for the paying of any salary to Gen. 
Eagan, and he would have to get to- 
gether all cases of like import and 
then make his decision, if there was a 
demand made upon him for the salary 
of the officer. He said in this case he 
would have to place the case in the 
hands of the Auditor of the Treasury 
Department, for the War Department, 
who would decide the: matter finally. 

This will mean that Gen. Eagan 
will not receive. any compensation 
during the years of his suspension 
from duty, for Auditor Tracewell, who 
is the official who would have the 
final say in the matter, is proverbial 
for his strictness. and inclination to 
turn down every claim which is not on 
its face proper.

RUDYARD KIPLING MAY NEVER 
SEE ANOTHER SETTING SUN.

Bath Lunges of the Patient are Now 
Aflected—Condition of the Man 
Perilous—His Publishers, Who 
Have Seen Him, Declare His 
Mind is Clear. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Rudyard Kipling may never 
rise from the bed which he occupies 
at the Grenoble Hotel. The denial that 
he has pneumonia is brushed away by 
a bulletin from the bedside today, ad- 
mitting that both lungs are affected 
and that the patient is materially 
weaker. 

It is practically admitted that he has 
pneumonia, and has suffered from it 
since the first day of his illness. The 
alarming feature of today’s develop- 
ments avas the official announcement 
in the morning bulletin ,signed by, Drs. 
Janeway and Dunham that the lower 
portion of the patient's left lunk had 
become involved. Until today the dis- 
ease had been confined to the right 
lung, avhich is the one usually first 
attacked in pneumonia. 

While the doctors in attendance are 
non-committal beyond their bulletins, 
it is evident that they are aware that 
their patient is in a perilous condition, 
Dr. Dunham has taken up permanent 
quarters in the Hotel Grenoble, in a 
room adjacent to the suite occupied 
by Kipling. Dr. Janeway was in the 
sick room the greater part of this aft- 
ernoon. 

Mrs. Kipling did not go out of the 


hotel. She is much worn by the anx- 
iety and by constant swatching at her 
husband's bedside. S. S. McClure of 
Doubleday & McClure, publishers of 
Kipling, was admitted to the sick room 
today. He said the patient's mind was 
clear and that he was fully alive to his 
dangerous condition. 
A LITTLE WEAKER.

Planning for the Secret Caucus. 
Barnes Leads Bulla, While Bard 
Is a Possible Union Can- 
didate for All. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Despite the feeling among 
the Democrats last night against giv- 
ing Willie Hearst a complimentary 
vote for United States Senator, the 
movement was started on the floor of 
the joint convention today by Griffin 
and others of thé minority, and suc- 
ceeded to the extent that the Exam- 
iner’s New York proprietor received 
28 votes on the first of today’s two 
ballots. Four Democrats refused to 
vote for him. 

On the second ballot, White got all 
the Democratic votes except 6. There 
is-a feeling among some of the Demo- 
crats that the Hearst movement was 
gotten up to offset the complimentary 
vote given to Grove L. Johnson by 
the Republicans, as a slap at the 
newspapers. Johnson got only 14 votes 
from all the camps combined, and Val- 
entine and Dibble were most active In 
working it up. On the second ballot 
the Republicans went back to their 


respective camps. 

Johnson was so p-eased with the 
resolution condemning the Call and 
Examiner, adopted yesterday, and the 


passage of the Anti-Cartoon Bill, which 
were in the nature of personal tri- 
umphs for him, that when Melick went 
to him this morning and requested, as 
@ personal favor, that he withdraw 
his Assembly Bill 718, Johnson con- 
sented. This bill was to repeal the 
law of 1872, which requires parties 
bringing suit for libel to make a de- 
posit of $500, and Melick explained 
that it was only a safeguard that the 
interior papers have against suits by 
irresponsible parties. 

Johnson, in withdrawing the Dill, 
said he recognized that the newspa- 
pers were doing a great work in the 
interest of good government, and he 
didn't intend to injure them, and if, in 
their judgment, the bill ought to be 
killed, he would ask unanimous con- 
sent to withdraw it, which was 
granted. 

There wasconsiderable discussion late 
last night among newspaper men and 
others as to whether the Anti-Cartoon 
Bill takes effect at once or in s‘xty 
days. Maj. Kyle, chief clerk of the 
Assembly, stated the case exactly 
when he said, in reply to inquiries, 
that as the bill contained a penalty 
for felony, it could not take effect at 
once. Accordingly the Ca!l printed a 
cartoon this morning, but it was not 
of Grove L. 


DARK-LANTERN METHODS. 

The dark-lantern methods of the 
Burns banditti come daily to light, 
and the wonder is, where will it end? 
Assemblyman Raub, speaking of a 
rumor which was about last night, and 
which found its way into print this 
morning. to the effect that an attempt 
-had been made to bribe him, said to 
the Times correspondent today: “I 
must refuse to discuss this matter any 
further. Nine-tenths of the Call story 
is incorrect. and even the interview had 
with me is not correctly stated. 

“The man who approached me did 
assure me that if I would go _ into 
caucus he would guarantee me that I 
would receive an appointment to a 
good State office, or the equivalent of 
a xood office in money, and tried to per- 
suade me by saying that the caucus 
would be @ secret one. I told him I 
would not enter the caucus nor vote 
at any time for Burns. But I cannot 
say positively that the man who ap- 
proached me was a representative from 
Burns, though the offer was unques- 
tionably in his behalf. 

“I have been bothered to death by 
touts coming to my desk, and if they 
persist in coming to me somebody will 
met hurt. I have _ notified the ser- 
geant-at-arms to keep them away from 
my desk. That's all I will say about it.” 

The situation is such that more at- 
tention is given to legislation bearing 
on elections than might otherwise be 
the case, and Caminetti’s proposition 
for a memorial to the Legislatures of 
the States for a petition to Congress to 
amend the Constitution so as to pro- 
vide for the election of Senators by 
the direct vote of the people was again 
debated at length in the Assembly 
today, meeting with considerable oppo- 
sition, despite the sympathy with the 
idea in general. 

CONFERENCE EFFORTS. 

Renewed efforts for general confer- 
ence are being made, and Senator Dick- 
inson was today circulating a call for 
such a conference, which only one 
Grant man, as against eight -’ Burns 
men, had signed, so far as is known. 

Dickinson, who is voting for Barnes, 
but who is said to be down on the 
list of men whom Burns claims for his 
own, proposes a free talk at which no 
mention of candidates shall be made, 
no vote shall be had, nor action shall 
be binding. This can be interpreted to 
mean but one thing, @ conference on 
the subject of holding a caucus. Some 
of the legislators, in fact, think it 
merely a repetition of the scheme to 
familiarige.them »with the caucus idea

It is un@erstood that some’ other 
signatures, including that of Senator 
Trout, a Grant man, have also been 
obtained, but that Stratton is now try- 
ing to withdraw. 

It is doubtful if a sufficient number 
can be secured to have the desired ef- 
fect. and the reason is apparent. One 
of the prominent Senators, who is op- 
posed to such conference, said that un- 
der the terms of the call it could have 
but one ultimate object, an old-time 
dyed-in-the-wool caucus, which meant 
nothing less than the nomination of 
Burns. 

“I shan't sign the call,” he declared, 
“and vou can't get me into any suth 
caucus. Outside of the parchment, 
everything else is wide, white, flaky 
wool. and inside of it it is the same old 
wolf.”’ 

Others, reasoning from the fact that 
Barnes is now ahead of Bulla in the 
balloting and that Bulla’s followers 
held a meeting tonight, think that the 
short-enders are looking to a meeting 
that shall either give the nomination 
6° & short-end candidate or bring 
about a union of all in behalf of Bard. 
In connection with the use of the lat- 
ter’s name it may be stated that the 
latter has not absolutely abandoned 
the race, as was supposed. He was 
thought last night ¢0 have left for 
home, but was seen this afternoon in 
the corridor on the second floor of the 
Capitol building. 

“I am going down to San Francisto 
tonight,” he said, “to await develop- 
ments there. At present it seems that 
all the parties do not evince a desire 
to get outside of their own lines. I 
called on Mr. Grant yesterday and took 
occasion to say that there would be 
no hostility on my parm toward his can- 
didacy, and that I did not propose to 
undertake to draw any votes from him 
whatever.” This is all that Mr. Bard 
would say on the subject, but it con- 
veyed the impression that the Ventura 
man would nct refuse the nomination 
if he could secure it honorably. 


BULLA MEN MEET. 

The Bulla men held an hour's ses- 
sion in the committee room tonight 
and had a general chat on the dead- 
lock. There was no chairman appoint- 
ed, but after the members had agreed 
to try Bard as a likely candidate, a 
“deadlock committee,” consisting of 
Senator Gillette and Assemblyman 
Valentine, was chosen by the meeting 
to confer with the Bard men and with 
the leaders in other camps, with a view 
to agreeing upon the Ventura man as 
a compromise candidate. Bulla, who 
was one of the last to attend the meet- 
ing, signified a willingness to acquiesce 
in any action that would try out the 
Situation. Assemblyman Greenwell, 
Bard's only voter in the Assembly, was 
asked if he would agree to vote for 
Bulla for several ballots, provided the 
Bulla men would lead off with Bard 
for a time. He said he would not give 
his assent to anything without a day 
or two of consideration. Though it 
would be a very tempting proposition 
to have Bulla's eleven votes unite 
with Bard’s three, for his candidate, 
it would do hardly any good to start 
the movement with less than twenty 
votes, and he wouldn't want to do 
anything that would injure’ either 
Bard's or Grant's chances. He had not 
consulted, he said, with Senator Fiint 
and Senator Rowell, the other Bard 
men, in regard to any movement, and 
he was absolutely free to do as he 
pleased. 

Valentine of the Bulla forces was 
bitter against Grant, who, he asserted, 
would not withdraw in order to assist 
in electing a Senator. He was reminded 
that Bulla, while offering to “release” 


his supporters, had never offered to 
withdraw. Valentine. claimed that 
Bulla would do s0 whenever they 


should ask him to withdraw, and he 
was so emphaite in his assertion and 
in his declaration that the time had 
come when individual candidates must 
make sacrifices in order that a Sena- 
tor might be elected, that it seemed 
that fe, for one, is prepared to request 
Bulla to leave the field to Bard. Harly 
in Ja y, at a meeting of the Bulla- 
ites, Valeritihe; it ts said, read a letter 
“from Bard saying if Bulla couldn't re- 
ceive the honor of the Senatorship, he 
(Bard) would like to have Valentine 
vote for him. Valentine at that time 
is said to have expressed a willingness 
to make the Ventura man his second 
choice. 
VALENTINE NOT SEEN. 

Senator Gillette was seen at a late 
hour and he said he had no opportun- 
ity to confer with Valentine tonight, 
pot with President Pro Tem. ‘Fiint. ‘For 


his own part, however, he did not pro- 
pose to make any individual canvass 
among members in Bard's behalf, he 
would speak to Flint and Rowell, 
Bard's two supporters in the Senate, 
and let them bear the burden of see- 
ing and bringing over such of the 
Grant men as they can. This is con- 
strued to mean that there is little hope 
of accomplishing anything in that di- 
rection. Senator Cutter of Yuba county, 
yne of Grant’s ablest supporters, reit- 
erated his former statement tonight 
that ‘northern votes will never go to 
any other Southern Californian than 
Grant. He takes no stock in the new 
developments concerning conference 
and Bard, saying Dickinson's proposi- 
tion is simply an opening wedge to a 
Burns caucus. 


ESTEE LOOMS UP. 

There is a possibility that if an open- 
ing could be made, Morris M. Estee 
might become more formidable than he 
is now with his one vote, which is re- 
ligiously cast for him daily by As- 
semblyman Wade, the Nestor of the 
House, and it is even said that Estee 
could get a few Demucratic votes. It is 
claimed that Estee’s experience and 
age would make him a more attractive 
candidate than any of them, and that 
his railroad affiliations are so much a 
thing of the past that they would count 
little in the balance either for or 
against him. However, there can be 
nothing accomplished until all the fac- 
tions are willing to concede more than 
at present. 

Grant’s vote fell one behind that of 
Burns today on the first ballot, owing 
to the complimentary’ vote given John- 
son. On the second ballot, however, 
they were again on even terms, 24 
to 24. 

FAITHFUL GRANT MEN. 

Grant’s men believe that they are 
making the people’s fight against rail- 
roadism and bossism and their views 
can be generally summed up in the 
words of Senator Jones of Orange 
county: “I have frequently seen Mr. 
Grant since I have been in Sacramento. 
I find him to be a kind-hearted, gentle, 
genial, honorable and intelligent gen- 
tleman, just the kind of a man to make 
friends in Congress and secure the 
passage of measures asked for by his 
people. If he is elected Senator I am 
sure no Californian will ever regret 
it because of his want of success in 
our behalf at’ Washingion. I want 
him because he is in favor of and will. 
work for the protection of American in- 
dustries, protection of American labor 
in securing equitable immigration laws, 
He advocates such legislation in con- 
nection with our newly-acquired terri- 
tory as will not bring low-priced la- 
bor of that territory in competition 
with American labor, particularly in 
connection with the development of the 
beet-sugar industry.

CAMINETTI RESOLUTION. 

The Caminetti resolution calling for 
the necessary legislation to provide 
for the election of the members cf 
the United States Senate by a dire.t 
vote of the people was censidercd by 
the Assembly in the forenoon. The 
resolution reads as follows: 

“Resolved by the Assembly, the Sen- 
ate concurring, that a committee of 
three members of the Senate and three 
members of the Assembly be and is 


‘hereby appointed to prepare an app!i- 


cation to the Congress of the United 
States under the provisions of ariicle 
five of the Constitution of the United 
States, petitioning Congress to call a 
convention for proposing amendments 
to the national Consti:ution in this and 
in such other respects as the general 
welfare may demand; and be it fur- 
ther 

“Resolved, that such cwommittee ehall 
submit such application to the Senate 
and Assembly of the State of Califor- 
nia within five days after its ap- 
pceintment.” 

The debate had been continued from 
yesterday forenoon. 

Johnson of Sacramento made a strong 
speech against the proposed change in 
the law, saying that he is now as he 
al-ways has been, against such a course. 

Dibble of Scramento also spoke 
against ihe measure. He feared, he 
said, to leave the nomination of a 
Senator to a political convention, as 
it was apt to lead to the same corrup- 
tion there as has been seen at ses- 


sions of the Legislature where Senators 


have been elected. 

Belshaw also spoke strongly against 
the measure, fo!lowing much the same 
line of argument that had been taken 
by Johnson and Dibble. The resoiu- 
tion had its defenders, however. Valen- 
tine. of Los Angeles made a_ strong 
plea for it. He stated that the selec- 
tion of the Senator should be left to 
the people. They, he said, do not come 
here to lobby against the resolution, 
but the representatives of the ma- 
chine politicians do. They are, insisted 
the speaker, here lobbying against the 
measure and three of them had been 
to him (Valentine) to get him to speak 
and vote against the resolution. 

Mead, White and Melick spoke ear- 
nestly in favor of the resolution, bring- 
ing out the point that they believed it 
quite safe to leave the selection of 
even a United States Senator to the 
people. Melick said that the people 
always made the best choice when the 
borses kept hands off. 

Cosper spoke against the resolution, 
saying that the changes in the Federal 
Constitution should be made with the 
greatest care. Works and Lardner fa- 
vored the resolution. 

McDonald of Alameda amended by 
striking out the last words of the first 
paragrapvh of the resolution. ‘In this 
and such other respects as the general 
welfare may demand,” and inserted the 
words ‘Relative to the election of a 
United States Senator.’”’ The amendment 
‘vas adopted and the resolution made 
a special order for tomorrow.

Senate Bill No. 10, introduced by 
Cutter: Amending sections, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8 and 9 of an act entitled ““An act to 
provide for the protection of lands from 
overflow, approved April 15, 1880. 

Senate Bill No. 369 (substitute for 
Assembly bill No. 507:) Amending sec- 
tion 1880 of the Political Code, relating 
to the issue of bonds of school districts. 

Senate Bill No. 326, introduced by 
Stratton: Amending the title to an act 
entitled “‘An act to provide for the pay- 
ment of interest on the outstanding 
bonds of the State of California, held 
in trust for the university fundeand 
the State school fund,” to repeal an 
act of the Legislature of the State of 
California, approved March 4, 1881, 
entitled ‘“‘An act to appropriate money 
ta reimburse the University o2 Cali- 
fornia for money heretofore appropri- 
ated to the endowment fund thereof, 
which moneys have by mistake been 
witheld therefrom and appropriated to 
other State purposes,” and making an 
appropriation to pay the interest of 
said outstanding bonds from January 
1 to July 1, 1893, to amend section 4 
of the same act and to appropriate the 
sum of $16,747.50 now in the university 
fund and unavailable. 


VETOED BY GOVERNOR. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 24.—Gov. Gage 
has vetoed Senate Bill No. 82, intro- 
duced by Senator Smith. This measure 
made an appropriation to enable the 
State Treasurer to furnish his office and 
vault. 

The Senate this afternoon passed As- 
sembly Bills No. 444 and 291. Assem- 
bly Bill No. 444 was introduced by 
White and amends section 1444 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure relating to the 
appraisements of estates of deceased 
persons. Assembly Bill No, 291 was in- 
troduced by Sullivan and authorizes 
corporations organized under the laws 
of this State to dispose of property 
owned beyond the limits of the State. 

REPORT ADOPTED. 

The Senate Committee on Executive 
Communications and Nominations to- 
day revorted to the Senate recommend- 
ing the adoption of the communication 
of the Governor in reference to with- 
drawing from the consideration of the 
Senate che appointments submitted for 
approval on January 3, 1899, by ex-Gov.

“TUPPER TALKS TESTILY. 


Alarkan Boundary Terms Denounced 
as Shameful. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

TORONTO (Ont.,). Feb. 24:—At a 
Conservative meeting ‘here Sir Charles 
Tupper, leader of :the parliamentary 
opposition. denounced as shameful the 
terms offered by the United States in 
settlement of the Alaskan boundary 
dispute. 

“and this,” indignantly exclaimed Sir 
Charles. “after winning in a struggle 
which but for Britain’s aid, might 
have had no such glorious end. 
The United States has taken a posi- 
tion she should be ashamed to assume. 
A more monstrous insult was never 
flung in the face of the commissioners. 
I am astonished that men like Lord 
Herschel and Sir Wilfred Laurier con- 
tined the negotiations a single moment 
after that proposition was made.

GANG OF SMUGGLERS. 


Swiss Watch Movements Seized in 
New York by Officers. 
fA. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Local custom 
Officers are authority for the statement 
that the seizure last week of some 1200 
Swiss watch movements, and one-half 
that number of gold cases, in the office 
of A. W. Levy of this city, points 
directly to the existence of an organ- 
ized gang of smugglers, which they 
are in hopes of soon apprehending. 
The movements and cases taken from 
Levy's office were appraised today and 
valued at from $8000 to $10,000, but this 
represents only a small portion of the 
total value of the movements smug- 
gled into this country during the past 
year. The attention of the custom of- 
ficials was first called to the matter by 
jewelry dealers, who complained that 
Swiss movements were being sold at 
prices that defied honest competition. 
Investigation by the custom officials 
proved that the watches found in 
Levy's office were not entered for de- 
mand at this port, Philadelphia or 
Boston. They believe that t move- 
ments were smuggled across e bor- 
der from Canada after beifig imported 
to Canada from Europe. Swiss miove- 
ments pay only 10 per cent. duty ” 
Canada, whereas 50 per cent. a 
valorem is the duty in this country. 
All the watches seized bear the in- 
scription on the dial “Springfield Watch 
Company.” Along the inner edge and 
cleverly hidden when the movement is 
in its case, is the mark “Made in , 
Switzerland.’”’

TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 24.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The Lewis county 
Coroner has returned to Chehalis from 
Boist Fort, after investigating some of 
the facts surrounding the death of 
Charles Close, whose body was found 
on Wednesday by searchers, in the 
forest where he got lost on 
mas week. ‘ 

The Coroner ascertained that Close, 
after tramping twenty-five miles 
through the snow, and falling down 
from sheer exhaustion, killed and ate 
his dog. Close then made another ef- 
fort to reach his home, and at one 
time he was within a mile of it, but 

his bearings and wandered away, 
and finally sat down to die. He had 
three cartridges left, and determined 
to kill himself rather than perish of 
cold and starvation. On an envelope 
was scrawled this note, which was 
found on his body: 

“I know where my home is, but I 
have not enough strength left to go 
to it. Iam hungry and cold, and with- 
out food and matches, and have 
tramped for many days. Good-by, dear 
wife, and all.” 

Close then placed the rifle to his 
head and pulled the trigger, the bul- 
let entering the right temple. The body 
was found in a good state of preser- 
vation, except the face and hands, 
which had been gnawed by animals. 


FRANKLIN IN FETTERS. 


An Absconding Corona Bartender 
Captured in San Francisco. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Ed Franklin, who is 
wanted in Riverside county for the 
theft of $7000 from Peter Provensal, a 
saolon-keeper, was arrested on Thurs- 
day by Detectives Silvey and Egan in 
a lodging-house on Ellis street. A large 
portion of the money was found in 
Franklin’s trunk. He was locked up in 
the City Prison, being entered on the 
detention book, and Sheriff Coburn of 
Riverside county was notified of his 
arrest. The Sheriff is expected to ar- 
rive this morning to take charge of the 
uprisoner. 

Provensal has been in the saloon 
business in Corona, an orange-growing 
colony near Riverisde, since the place 
was laid out some twelve years ago, 
during the boom.He is well-to-do, and 
being distrustmul of banks, he has kept 
his savings in his house. 

Franklin was employed by Provensal 
as a bartender, and, learning of the 
hoard in the house, it is said, suc- 
cumbed to temptatoin, and stole the 
money and left town. A description 
of the man was sent to.Chief Lees, and 
detectives were detailed to look out for 
him. They located hi mby the descrip- 
tion, and shadowed him until they felt 
satisfied that they had the right man, 
when he was placed under arrest. 
Franklin confessed his guilt, saying 
that he thought very few men would be 
able to resist the same temptations 
that confronted him. It was his inten- 
tion to have gone east. 


MISS PERRY ON THE STAND. 


Important Testimony in the Crabb 
Divorce Proceedings. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

SAN JOSE, Feb. 24.—Miss Carrie 
Perry was on the witness stand nearly 
all the morning in the Crabb divorce 
suit. Her testimony, while important, 
was without sensation or any incident 
of special note. She testified that her 
home is in Gilroy, where her parents 
reside, but that since March, 1896, she 
had resided in San Francisco at a sani- 
tarium or training school for nurses. 
Early that year Dr. Crabb called three 
times, bu¢ had never called sinca Each 
time she received him in the big open 
reception-room and once certainly there 
were a number of others present. He 
escorted her to a lecture at the Metro- 
politan Temple. The engagement had 
been for witness, Dr. Crabb and Mrs. 
Crabb, but when the doctor arrived he 
said Mrs. Crabb was ill. 

Witness said Dr. Crabb had never 
once written or spoken one word of love 
to her or said one word of marriage. 
Their conversation had always been 
about housefolks and friends at Gilroy. 
He had given her a hymn book to match 
a Bible which had been presented her. 
Her photograph, which was in evidence, 
was sent with that of a mutual friend 
40. Mrs. Crabb. Three or four letters 
had passed between her and the Crabbs, 
but each one had been a family letter. 

Dr. Crabb had never spoken to her 
but once of his wife, and that was in 
‘ the way of an apology. Witness at- 
tended a noon wedding at Gilroy. Mrs. 
Crabb intentionally insulted her there. 
Dr. Crabb and others saw it, and that 
afternoon just before she returned to 
San Francisco Dr. Crabb called and 
asked her not to heed Mrs. Crabb’s 
rudeness, as she was ill and nervous, 

Miss Perry is a pretty young woman 
and made an excellent impression. 


MURDEROUS MATAAFA, 


Fertilizes His Banana Trees With 
Headless Corpses. 
(A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

VANCOUVER, Feb. 24.—According 
to Samoan advices in Sydney newspa- 
pers, brought by the steamer Miowera, 
an interview was had with Mataafa in 
his camp after the battle, by a re- 
porter, who learned that Mataafa was 
equally averse with Malietoa to see- 
ing the islands under German control. 
Mataafa, in his attack on Malietoa’s 
forces, was anxious not to hurt the 
bedies or injure the feelings of any 
white persons. The interviewer adds 
that it appeared to him that Mataafa 
was being urged on against his per- 
sonal wishes to fight. 

There is a girl’s school of some con- 
siderable dimensions in Apia. It is 
conducted by two English women, and 
girls from the islands, irrespective 
of tribe or political party, attending it. 
The belligerents regard this place as 
absolutely neutral. 

Mataafa gathered all the dead bodies 
of hig enemies that he could find and

cut off their heads as trophies of the 
battle. These gruesome relics were 
not made visible to visitors to his 
camp. The trunks were taken by Ma- 
taafa’s people and buried at the roots 
of banana trees, belonging to them, so 
that in future years, when they eat 
the fruit. they will always have in 
mind the routing of the enemy. 

After Mataafa’s victory there wae 
fearful looting. All day long houses 
were burning and many plantations 
were dug up. A resident of Samoa 
states that creed differences have 
been introduced, it being Catholics 
against the London mission (Protes- 
tant.) When the Apia foreign church 
was looted a large majority of the 
looters showed the emblems off the 
Catholic religion. 


WON BY A DEAD MAN. 


Somerville, as a Corpse, Leads in a 
Bicycle Racé. 
1A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Feb. 24.—Au- 
stralian advices by the steamship Mio- 
wera tell of a remarkable bicycle race 
in Sydney which was won by a dead 
man. It occurred at a big electric light 
carnival. In a one-mile race there were 
fifty entries, some of the fastest men 
in Australia taking part in it. Whiie 
10,000 people watched this particular 
race which was for a magnificent cup, 
young James Somerville passed under 
the tape a winner and a dead man. 

At the start he quickly forged ahead, 
closely followed by another crack rider 
named Percy Cliff. They left forty- 
eight riders way in the rear and shot 
around the track almost wheel to 
wheel, when avithin twenty-five yards 
of the tape, Somerville, who still led 
by half a wheel, was seen to relax his 
hold on the handle bars. His pedals 
whirled around, hoswever, and he pluck- 
ily held his position on the wheel. Five 
yards from the tape Cliff put on a 
tremendous spurt and struck Somer- 
ville’s hind wheel shooting the machine 
with its then almost inanimate bur- 
den like a rocket under the tape. The 
crowd yelled wildly, but silence ensued 
when Somerville, after crossing the 
tape, plunged headforemost from the 
machine on the hard track. 

When picked up he was dead. Physi- 
cians who ‘examined his body said he 
must have had an attack of heart fail- 
ure on the last lap. 

ACCIDENTS ON THE BAY. 
Schooners, Yachts and Other Vessels 

Meet in Collision. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—There 
were a number of accidents on the bay 
today. The steamers Apache and Mon- 
ticello were in collision, the gasoline 
schooner La Chilena, and the schooner 
Joseph and Henry ran into each other; 
the yacht Folly was badly damaged, 
and a sailor from the Iowa was nearly 
drowned. 


The Apache was carried against the 
Monticello by the wind and tide. All 
the glass oon the latter vessel was 
broken, and part of her railing was c 
ried away. The collision between the 
schooners La Chilena and Joseph and 
Henry occurred off the Presidio. The 
former vessel lost her fore and main 
mast heads, and returned to port for 
repairs. The Joseph and Henry con- 
tinued on her way. 

The yacht Folly, which, was being 
overhauled for the summer season at 
Sausalito, capsized, owing to the part- 
ing of a guy rope. Commodore Camp- 
bell and his wife were thrown into the 
bay, but got ashore without trouble. 
The yacht was badly strained. A 
sailor of the battleship Iowa fell from 
a boom and was rescued just in time 
to save his life, by some of his com- 
rades, who jumped after him. 


NEW HEBRIDES SITUATION, 


Serious According to All Reports. 
Rich Find of Opal. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Feb. 24.— 
According to reports received by the 
steamer Miowera, the situation in the 
New Hebrides is serious. A _ trader 
named George Thomas was clubbed to 
death by natives at Mallicolo, and the 
trading stations at Santa Cruz have 
been attacked. The mission station 
has also been threatened, and the 
British admiral at Hobart has been 
asked to send a gunboat. 

It is reported in official circles that 
Colonial Secretary Joseph Chamber- 
lain has disallowed a concession of 
250,000 acres to a New Guinea land syn- 
dicate. : 

A sensational discovery of opal is re- 
ported from Ohalton, Queensland. The 
find is said to be one of the biggest 
blocks of opal ever discovered, its 
value being estimated at between 
f.7000 and f.10,000. The local Queens- 
town yield of sugar for the season just 
concluded amounted to 156,000 tons, be- 
ing an increase of 58,000 tons on the 
previous year’s yield. 


SUPERVISOR’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Interesting Suit Involving it De- 
cided at Stockton Yesterday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

STOCKTON, Feb. 24.—An interest- 
ing lawsuit involving the responsibility 
of a Supervisor in approving a claim 
against the county, was decided today, 
the Supervisor being held personally 
responsible for the payment of the 
claim, which was sold to an innocent 
purchaser. 

The suit was against Supervis»r 
Hend@rson. He employe? a man to do 
some work as a janitor and the em- 
ployé worked as an assistant in the 
Recorder’s office. He sold his claim to 
a merchant after the Supervisor had 
audited the claim, as chairman of the 
Auditing Committee. The Board of 
Supervisors rejected the claim as not 
a proper charge against the county, 
and the trial jury gave judgment 
against the Supervisor for $44.50. An 
appeal will be taken. 


PARTIALLY IDENTIFIED. 


Papers on Body of a Suicide May 
Unravel a Mystery. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—Letters 
found in the pockets of the man who 
shot himself in Union Square early this 
morning throavs some light on his iden- 
tity. One certified to the natupaliza- 
tion of F. G. Broman and another was 
an order made by Judge Bahrs direct- 
ing F. A. C. Broman to pay $3 a week 
alimony to Lena Matilda Broman. 

There was also a long statement of 
Broman’s troubles with a woman awhom 
it accused of trapping him into an un- 
happy marriage.

| EX-COMMISSARY-GENERAL TELLS 
ABOUT THAT BEEF. 


i 


Refrigerated Meat Commended and 
Canned Roast Stuff Condemned 
by Other Witnesses, Who Were 
in the Santiago Campaign and 
Should Know—Adjourned. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—After a 
session of little more than two hours, 
the Court of Inquiry investigating the 
beef charges, adjourned until Mon- 
day, pending the arrival of witnesses 
who have been summoned. Former 
Commissary-General Eagan today 
concluded his testimony, explaining the 
provisions of contracts for beef sup- 
plies to the armies in Porto Rico, Cilba 
and the Philippines. He vigorously de- 
nied any knowledge of any chemicai 
treatment of beef tO pres:rve it, 
disavowed any connection whatever of 
the government of any such treatment. 

Gen. Eagan was followed by Maj.- 
Gen. S. B. M. Young and other offi- 
}cers who were in the Santiago cam- 
paign and by officers of the subsist- 
ence department. The refrigerated beef 
was commended. while the canned 
roast beef on the whole rather suf- 
fered as a consequence of today’s tes- 
timony. 


COURT PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Former 
Commissary-General Charles P. Eagan 
resumed” his testimony before’ the 
Court of Inquiry investigating the 
beef charges. He wore the fatigue uni- 
form of a brigadier-general. Recurring 
to the contract requirements, he ex- 
plained that Swift & Co. were wholly 
responsible for the beef until deliv- 
ered to the government offic at the 
point designated by the depament. 
The clause requiring beef to keep sev- 
enty-two hours after leaving the re- 
frigerator was indorsed, he said, at 
his instance, after the concerns de- 
clared that they could prepare it so 
as to keep that long. Explaining fur- 
ther, he said: 

“Suppose a commissary should make 
a requisition at Santiago for 20,000 
pounds of beef, should secure it from 
the ship and take. proper care of it, 
retaining it in the shade, and it should 
spoil within seventy-two hours, the 
contractors svould not be paid for it.” 

Many vouchers for beef have been 
paid, he said, and he presumed deduc- 
tions for spoiled beef had been made, 
though he did not know. He under- 
stood, through Col. Osgood, that beef 
had been rejected by commands when 
in fact it was sweet and perfectly good. 

Speaking of the arrangements for the 
Porto Rican expedition, Gen. Eagan 
said he understood that Gen. Brooke 
was to command it, and he accord- 
ingly consulted avith “Gen. Brooke, 
reaching a complete and satisfactory 
understanding as to refrigerated beef. 
Subsequently he learned that Gen. 
Miles assumed command but he never 
consulted with him and he did not 
know that Gen. Miles knew of the beef

something like $250,000 credits on the 
United States as an offer to send cash 
was made but declined.

whereas that left in the box after the 
ice disappeared could not be used after 
eighteen hours. Frozen beef was de- 
clared by the commissary officials at 
Tampa as the best solution of the fresh 
beef problem until circumstances were 
such as would admit the prompt deliv- 
ery and use of refrigerated beef. 

“Ample and complete,” declared 
Gen. Eagan, “was the authority of the 
commissaries in Cuba and Porto Rico 
to purchase beef on the hoof for any 
emergency, or at the will of their re- 
spective commanders. Reports _re- 
ceived, he said, showed without excep- 
tion that the native beef was not nearly 
so satisfactory as the refrigerated beef. 
The latter tends to displace beef on 
the hoof. wherever such are equally 
available. 

“Were any rations of any kind,” 
asked Col. Davis, “sent to the troops 
at any time as an experiment?” 

“Five thousand pounds of the Dole 
beef,”” responded Gen. Eagan, “a 
canned preparation that made a nice 
hamburger steak, were sent. It found 
its way to Porto Rico, was used by 
everybody and everybody was delighted 
with it. It was very expensive, and 
was not purchased any further.”’ 

He then reviewed the first shipment 
of refrigerated beef to Santiago, which 
he considered as experimental because 
the value of refrigerated beef had not 
yet been established. Aside from these, 
absolutely no other experiment:* ship- 
ments were made, Gen. declaring 
with great emphasis.

The writer with an ayowedly 
moral purpose is apt to twist the facts 
of life to suit his ends, and it is not a 
light thing to distort life. . 

The romance is a class of novel in 
which life portrayed bears much the 
same relation to real life as a circus 
does to the stage, not bad but not 
the equal to those novels that deal 
with life, pure and simple; in such a 
way that all can recognize it and un- 
derstand. There are men and: women 
who have the power of looking at life 
steadily and of portraying it graph- 
ically. These are the great novelists 
who bring the message to us who see 
life in scraps. 

“If analogies hold,” said Mrs. Gra- 
ham, “all things point to the fact that 
_ great novelist is to come in our 
ay.”’

INDORSES THE JUBILEE. 


M. and M. Axsoctation Decides 


Favor af the Celebration. 

The Free Harbor Jubilee Executive 
Committee and the Merchant's and 
Manufacturers’ Association met under 
the shadow of white-winged peace last 
night ,and after formally burying tha 
hatchet that for a time threatenc4d to 
sever the amicable relations that have 
always existed between the two or- 
Sanizations, they proceeded to dem- 
onstrate how well the two bodies could 
agree together when they once tried. 
It was the regular meeting~ of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ ASsso- 
ciation, and the jubilee committee met 
with them expressly to smooth out 
their differences and insure coipera- 
tion in making the jubilee and enter- 
tainment of the National Educational 
convention delegates a success. 

At a meeting of the association held 
Friday, the 10th inst. the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association adopt- 
ed resolutions strongly expressing 
their opinion that the two events could 
not be carried on successfully, and 
proposed that the jubilee celebration 
be consolidated with the convention 
proceedings, the object being to avoid 
the necessity of raising funds for the 
two celebrations. 

The jubilee committee and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, voicing the views of 
many Los Angeles business men, were 
not in favor of this plan i# all, so, 
after consideration, the association last 
night took proper steps to recall their 
former action and give their support 
to the programme as originally 
planned. This was done by the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“Resolved, that this board has al- 
ways been in favor of holding the 
Free Harbor Jubilee, and that the res- 
olution passed by this board on Feb- 
ruary 10 was a suggestion that the 
jubilee be consolidated with the Na- 
tional Educational convention. It hav- 
ing been demonstrated at a _ joint 
meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Free Harbor Jubilee and the 
board of directors of this association 
this evening that the consolidation of 
the two events is not feasible; there- 
fore, be it further 

“Resolved, that this board favors the 
holding of the two events on sepa- 
rate dates. and that each merits the 
hearty support of the community.” 

The association also considered and 
took action upon the desirability and 


convenience of a_ public morgue,

Jail at a cost not to exceed $250, they 
passed a resolution requesting the City 
Council to appropriate this amount for 
the purpose stated.

BOUNCED A CALLER. 


w. F. Griges Finds a “Live Wire” 
in the City Electrician’s Office. 


Had the models of police signal sys- 
tems, now on exhibition in the City 
Hall, been properly connected with 
the Police Station, instead of being 
there simply to show what kind of 
work they would do, City Electrician 
Francis would have had occasion to 
pull a box for the fast wagon yester- 
day evening after the offices in the 
building had closed As he had no such 
means of communicating with the 
Police Station, he acted as his own 
policeman, to the extent of removing 
by force a man who had entered his 
office and was unwise enough to use 
language that is calculated to cause 
trouble in almost any company.

He followed this by applying to the 
City Electrician epithets reflecting 
upon his honesty and his character. 
The next instant Griggs was in the 
hallway, recovering from a bouncing 
such as he had not expected: He swore 
he would have Francis arrested, but 
had not done so last night.

Later.,. when President McKinley as- 
sumed office, he appointed his old 
friend. M. H. McCord, to be Governor. 
Gov. McCord was decidedly in favor of 
the contract, yet called for amendments 
that modified it to a degree, and In- 
sisted on the purchase by the corpora- 
tion of $30,000 worth of machinery as 
an evidence of good faith. The machin- 
ery was purchased. A number of con- 
victs were turned over to the order of 
the company, to be employed on 
small ditch at Yuma. Many of 
convict laborers managed to escape. 

The case had been fought unsuccess- 
fully by Franklin’s Attorney-General, 
J. F. Wilson. now Delegate to Con- 
gress. The suit went against the Ter- 
ritory in the District Court at Pres- 
cott. and later at Phoenix before the 
Supreme bench. Since the accession 
of Gov. Murphy, the Territorial Attor- 
nev-General. C. Ainsworth, has 
been pushing the appeal vigorously be- 
fore the Supreme Court at 
ton. Among the -heads of his argu- 
ments were: That mandamus is not 
the proper method for enforcement of 
a contract: that the Territorial courts 
have no jurisdiction in an action 
brought against the Territory: that 
the executive branch of the government 
had entire power to construe the terms 
of the contract; that the lease of pris- 
oners for a term of ten years was in 
nature ex post facto, in that it pre- 
scribed a kind of punishment  dissim- 


ilar to that to which they had been sen- 


tenced: that the law did not contem- 
plate employment of the prisoners out- 
side the prison walls: that the company 
had failed to perfect a contract, in that 
it had not filed a bond prescribed. 

The contract was an unpopular 
throughout the Territory, and relief is 
generally expressed at its defeat. Noth- 
ing is known of the further plans of 
the corporation that has been de- 
prived of its laborers. The machinery 
purchased has been installed. but is 
idle, and the president and general man. 
ager, Eugene S. Ives, has, at least tem- 


porarily, taken up residence in Los 
Angeles. 


MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


Last evening was an eventful one to 
the musicians and music-loving lay- 
men here, in that the first of a series 
of six real Chamber music concerts 
was given in Ebell Hall by three schol- 
arly artists, and was conducted 
throughout as such concerts should be. 
That it was an exceptional and most 
delightful experience goes without say- 
ing. The programme was carefully 
chosen, harmonious and artistic in 
make-up, high class without being 
either heavy or long enough to over- 
tax the audience; and it was presented 
with exceptional technical skill, rare 
intelligence in interpretation and musi- 
cianly understanding that was both 
satisfying and delightful The doors 
were fast closed during the movements 
that those who had taken the trouble 
to be in their places on time might 
not be disturbed, and the audience 
thoroughly appreciated the uncommon 
courtesy. Besides the two trios which 
opened and closed the ._.programme, a 
sonata for piano and violin, and an- 
other for piano and ‘cello, a group of 
four songs was contributed by Mrs. 
Albert Carlos Jones whose clear, sym- 
pathetic soprano shows the beneficial 
effects of her months of study in New 
York. The first, Rubinstein’s “Since

and Mary Knight Wood's “Dodeli- 
netti.”” with words by Eugene Field. 
were handled with a very nice and 
discriminating art. 

The work of Miss’ Blanche Rogers at 
the piano was the best she has ever 
done, and that is no small praise. S. 
W. Jennison, violin, gave further and 
more convincing proof of his technical 
mastery over his instrument, and his 
sterling musicianship; and his brother, 
Paul Jennison, ‘cello, confirmed the

trios, Beethoven's minor and 
Haydu’e G minor the balance of the 
three instruments was beautifully pre- 
served. In the former the strings were 
a trifle rough in one or two places, and 
the tone heavier than was necessary. 
Occasionally, too, in both trios. the 
gentlemen failed to escape that pitfall 
so hard to avoid with string instru- 
ments, a rasping grate in the full 
low, big tones. But it was only occas- 
ionally, and was palpably due to their 
not having quite adjusted themselves 
or their instruments to the size of the 
hall. With these exceptions, which are 
trifling in view of the masterly work 
of the rest of the evenine. the perform- 
ance of all three was musicianly, schol- 
arly, artistic. The tone production, 
phrasing, interpretation and- tech- 
nique were a delight, and the handling 
throughout was reverent and sincere.

GEN. REYES AGGRESSIVE. 


Seizure of Norwegian Ships Blocked 


by American Officer. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW ORLEANS (La.,) Feb. 24.—The 
steamship Sundal arrived from 
Bluefields, where she would have been 
seized last Saturday by Gen. Reyes 
had not it been for the action of Capt. 
Simmonds, commander of the United 
States gunboat Marietta. 

Recently Reyes dispatched a small 
force to seize $40,000 in the custom- 
house at Cape Gacias. The expedition

Gen. Reyes learned of his subordi- 
nate’s desertion Saturday last, and 
gave notice of his intention of seizing 
the Sundal to give chase. The captain 
of the Sundal, which flies the Norwe- 
gian flag, appealed to the British 
man-of-war Intrepid for protection, 


which was refused. He then appealed 


to the Marietta, and Capt. Simmonds 
gave notiee he would tolerate no in- 
terference with the ship. The Sundal 
left that night for this port. 

The captain of the Sundal says that 
when he left Bluefields, Gen. Reyes was 
preparing for an expedition against 
Greytown, with most of his army on 
the gunboat San Jacinto. 

The Nicaraguan Consul here has re- 
ceived a message from President Ze- 
laya, directing that he issue no more 


‘clearances for vessels bound for Nica- 


raguan ports. It is presumed that the 
object of this order is to prevent any 
assistance that might be sent Reyes 
from this port.

Alger Will Hang on as Secretary of

Five Men Imprisoned Under Lake 
Erie in a Crib.

CLEVELAND (0O.,) Feb. 24.—Five 
men are imprisoned in a temporary 
waterworks crib five miles out in Lake 
Erie, and there is much apprehension 
felt for their safety.

Just before 2 o'clock the Sultan of 
Oman. almost unattended, arrived og 
board the flagship and remained there 
for two hours. while the whole popu- 
beach and anxiously 
awaited the outcome. 

The Sultan, it appears, completed the 
acauiescence to the British demands, 
and handed over to Admiral Drummond 
the treaty with France. On the fol- 
lowing day the admiral went to the 
palace where a great durber was held 
and the Sultan publicly repudiated his 
agreement with France.

THE ANTI-CARTOON ACT. 
Mention was made,.in yesterday’s 
Necne of THE TIMES. of the fact that the 
enti-cartoon bill, fathered by Assem- 
lyman L. R. Works, of San _ Diego, 
had passed both houses of the Legisla- 
ure, and required only the Governor's 
signature to give it, temporarily at 
least, the force of law. In comment- 
ing upon the passage of this bill, THB 
Times took occasion to express a well- 
fefined doubt as to whether Gov. Gag? 
would affix his official signature to a 
measure so Obviously unconstitutional, 
land so manifestly the outgrowth cf 
personal pique. 

It seems that Tur Times erred in 
giving Gov. Gage the benefit of the 
Soubt in this particular case. At about 
he time the paragraph referred to 
was written, the Governor was affix- 
ing his official signature to the in- 
Iquitous measures of Assemblyman 
Works, designed to stifle criticism and 
» curtail the freedom of the press in 
he State of California. We did not 
believe that Gov. Gage would lend his 
official sanction to such rernicious 
and impotent legislation, and his ac- 
ion in so doing will be a disappoint- 
ment to the people of the State, who 
have expected much from him becau:e 
of his high reputation as a lawyer and 
as a citizen of sound judgment. 

There is no room for reasonable 
joubt that the law is unconstitutional. 
Now that it has received the Gov- 
srnor’s signature, it will be necessary 
© bring it to the test of judicial re- 
iew, if an attempt be made to en- 
force its provisions. As a matter of 
ourse, no attempt will be made by 
the press of the State to abide by the 
mrovisions of this absurd and un- 
righteous act. The publishing of 
Newspapers will go on as before, and 
any attempt to enforce the act will be 
ontested in the courts. The public 
Journals of the State cannot afford to 
submit tamely to this assault upon 
their constitutional prerogatives. 

Let us not be. misunderstood in 
his matter. No public journal has a 
jegal right to publish a libel against 
any person. Without doubt, a person 
may be libeled by the publication of a 
artoon, as well as by written words. 
But the existing laws relating to libel 
afford ample protection against libelous 
Mublications, and no further legisla- 
jon on the subject is needed. Any 
person who has been libeled has a 
emedy in the law as it exists, and 
an obtain satisfaction if he has a case 
that will stand in the courts. Any 
public journal that abuses the liberty 
secured to the press by the Constitu- 
tion and the statutory laws, can be 
made to pay a heavy penalty for the 
Beansgression, if the injured person 
Bees fit to invoke the protection of the 
jaw, What more than this, in rea- 
Bon, can be demanded? 

The State Constitution expressly 
orbids the enactment of legislation 
estricting the freedom of the pre:s. 
Under the Works anti-cartoon act, a 
mewspaper is made liable to prosecu- 
tion for publishing the portrait of a 
person arrested for murder or cther 
serious crime. This is obviously op- 
posed to the best interests of society, 
to the apprehension of criminals, and 
consequently to the punishment of 
crime. The publication of the por- 
traits of prominent persons is also 
prohibited, unless they are public of- 
Micials or have been convicted of crime. 
In general, the act as passed denies to 
the press the right of pictorial criti- 
Sism-—a form of criticism which is 
often more effective in conserving the 
public morals and holding wrong-doers 
a check, than any other form of criti-

any other agency, not excepting the 
drastic exposures of the New York 
Times, 


It is useless for legislators, or for 


shield themselves behind special legis- 
lation. Such legislation is opposed to 
the spirit of American fastitutions, 
and it cannot be made to accomplish 
the object aimed at, 


| If the Legislature has power to pro- | 


| hibit the publication of portraits of 
| individuals, it has power to prohibit 
the publication of even the names of 
individuals; and in fact, it has power 
to stop the publication of news in gen- 
eral. This would in effect be tanta- 
mount to the suppression of news- 
papers altogether, at the pleasure of 
the State Legislature. We have not 
yet reached a period of evolution 
where such things are possible. Tho 
newspapers will continue to publish 
the news, to criticise where crit ¢'sm 
seems necessary, and to emphasiz> 


tions when such illustrations seem d°- 
sirable.

W. W. RINER, Los Angeles: It is 
certainly timely, and a very pleasing 
fact that our educators and others in- 
terested in the cause of education are 
stirring themselves to secure a new 
High School building. I, for one, a 
patron of the High School, do not wish 
to see it turned into a manual training 
school, but continued as it now is un- 
der the more favorable conditions which 
a new and commodious building would 
furnish. Our High School is the pride 
of the city, where young people may 
have a very fine start for an education, 
such a start as will give them entrance 
to the best colleges, when the college 
education is possible, and when not, a 
graduate from our school is not poorly 
equipped for the, battle of life, and by 
taking post-graduate work a wonder- 
fully wide scope of knowledge is at- 
tainable. While it is true a compara- 
tively small percentage of the pupils 
entering graduate, yet it is accessible 
to all who have the necessary force and 
ambition to get through, and I think 
with better accommodations the num- 
ber of graduates will be doubled. .- It 
may be well enough to have a manual 
training school, but not by lowering 
the standard of the High School. While 
we cannot agree with you in the state- 
ment made in The Times of the 2lst 
inst., that the “High School is better 
than three-fourths of the so-called 
California colleges,” yet it is a fact 
that it is the college of the common 
people; and by your proposed method 
of teaching all higher branches at 
private expense necessarily cuts off 
this privilege from the poor and trans- 
fers the privilege of a good education to 
the rich only. . 

You doubt if the people wotld vote 
bonds for a new High School building; 
I do not. To be sure, they refused two 
years ago, but for the reason, by mis- 
take, a corrupt school board had been 
electeé, whom they did not dare trust 
with the responsibility and money. 
We are now free from that scourge and 
have a thoroughly capable and honest 
board. 
As we understand the term “manual 
training,” it is meant to teach trades. 
If so, why not teach farming, mer- 
chandising, engineering, medicine, law, 
pedagogy, etc. Education is to bright- 
en the intellect that it may readily 
catch on to any of the above men- 
tioned, including the trades, and a 
good high school education will make 
them more efficient in any of them. 
Our new High School building should 
be large enough for a city of 150,000 in- 
habitants, built on the approved models 
of the day—not in a cemetery to keep 
constantly before the pupils the cer- 
tainty of death, nor on a height to set 
them all perspiring before they are 
seated in chilly rooms, but in a central 
and accessible part of the city, where 
cheerfulness and convenience may be 
realized, The present building is a 
disgrace to Los Angeles, besides being 
positively dangerous. When a building 
made for 500 is crowded with three or 
more times that many, more than in- 
convehience is suffered. No doubt but 
many spells of sickness and even deaths 
are traceable to what we have already 
alluded, sitting in its chilly, ill-ven- 
tilated rooms and halls after being 
heated to perspiring from climbing 
those high and tedious hills. . 

Ways and means for its building can 
be found if those in authority set about 
it in earnest. There is a tendency to 
cal] all things artificial which do not 
contribute directly to money winning. 
It is anerror. The broadest utilitarian- 
ism is reached only by the broadest 
education, and in proportion to his 
education is each individual enabled to 
broaden his mental horizon and receive 
from life the gift of its higher joys and 
find the gems of our civilization. It 
will be a grave error to take from the 
children of Los Angeles the benefits 
contributed by the High School by any 
lowering of its standard, or by a fail- 
ure to furnish it commodious quarters.

“He moved West, took up his old 
trade of printer, and by dint of energy, 
intelligence and character grew into 
wealth and position, and soon owned 
a chief interest in the Los Angeles 
Times, which he still possesses, a 

ower in the West. . . . He and the 

resident are old-time friends. Otis 
is a natural fighter, and I don’t wonder 
that even his gray hairs are fast be- 
ing encircled with military laurels.”

ENORMOUS SWINDLEBRS. 
Confession of Schetman, “Gold 


Dust’? Worker.

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—Confession of 
extensive swindling practices begun 
in European cities and carried on for 
the last nine years in the United 
States, has been made by Nathan 
Schetman, who was arrested Saturday 
on a charge of having attempted to 
swindle Lowenthal Bros., junk dealers, 
out of $17,000, by trying to sell brass 
borings for gold dust.

A LARGE ATTENDANCE WITNESSES 
LAST ASSEMBLY PROGRAMME. 


Intersting Addresses by Mr@. Smiley 
and Others, and a Stirring Mis- 
sionary Rally Mark the Conclu- 
sion of the Second Epworth 
Assembly. 


The closing of the Epworth League 
Assembly was marked by the usual 
large attendance at Simpson Tabernacle 
yesterday and as the places of those 
who left from time to time Were im- 
mediately occupied by newcomers, the

programme. 

Commencing at 8:15 in the morning 
with a song service led by Prof. E. O. 
Excell, the programme continued 
throughout the day with the exception 
of the noon hour. At 8:30 o’clock Dr. 
Banks delivered an address to pastors, 
advising them as to the best methods 
of conducting prayer meetings so that 
the interest of the attendants might be 
aroused and maintained, which was fol- 
lowed by the conclusion of the school 
of the English Bible, which has been 
conducted by the Rev. Homef Stuntz, 
D.D., throughout the assembly. 

The succeeding part of the School of 
methods was conducted by Mrs. Annie 
E. Smiley, her theme being thé “Social 
Department.” She dwelt on the neces- 
sity of improving acquaintancés among 
the members of the league. Supple- 
mentary to her address she called upon 
several ministers and ladies in the au- 
dience, giving each of them a slip con- 
taining the first line of some hymn. 
She then required of them to give the 
name of the author and recite the bal- 
ance, 

The forenoon session was closed by 
the Rev. A. W. Adkinson of ng 
Beach, with a talk to officeré of Ep- 
worth leagues containing much advice 
as to the conducting of meetings. 

Following the afternoon song service, 
led by Prof. Excell. Mrs. Smiléy spoke 
on the subject, “Susannah Wesley and 
Her Epworth Juniors.”” Then followed 
the finale of the school of Christian 
citizenship, which has been supervised 
by Dr. Banks. “A © Woman’ Inher- 
itance” was the subject of his lecture, 
in which he held that men and women 
possessing the same qualifications were 
entitled to equal consideration and pay 
for their labor. 

The programme was concluded by the 
missionary and pentecostal service led 
by Bishop Carman.

HUNTER’S SLAYER. 


William Alford’s Preliminary Exam- 
ination Commenced Yesterday. 

The preliminary examination of Wil- 
liam Alford, charged with the killing 
of Jay E. Hunter on the afternoon o! 
Saturday, February 18, was begun yes- 
terday before Justice Morgan. The de- 
fendant appeared in court with his 
head still swathed in bandages, as a 
result of the blows received from Hun- 
ter’s cane. He regarded the proceed- 
ings with an interested gaze, but did 
not speak a word to his counsel or 
anyone else during the entire time he 
was in court. 

The story as heretofore told in the 
newspapers was repeated yesterday by 
those avho were nearest the Scene of 
the tragedy. No new facts Were de- 
veloped, but the testimony snowed that 
a great difference of opinion éxists as 
to the manner in which the shots were 
fired. F. A. Stephenson, Shel@on Bor- 
den, W. S. Fletcher, T. B. Francis, Miss 
Jennie Shutt and Mrs. Thomas thought 
that there was a pause between the 
first shot and the other three, while 
Dr. Ralph Hagan, H. H. monds, 
William Stewart, H. F. Widdef and F. 
J. Crank were positive that the first 
three shots were fired in rapid suc- 
cession, and that the interval was be- 
taveen the third and fourth shots. It is 
said there are several other witnesses 
— will testify to the same é@ffect to- 

ay. 


Dr. C. W. Pierce, resident physician 
at the California Hospital, where the 
operation was performed on Hunter 
shortly after the shooting, identified 
the clothing awhich Hunter had worn 
when he arrived at the hospital. The 
witness said that Hunter’s mental con- 
dition during the night, after the op- 
eration had been performed, was clear, 
and that Hunter was conscious up to 
ten minutes before his death. 

The prosecution desired Dr. Pierce 
to testify as to an alleged dying state- 
ment made to him by Hunter, but he 
was not allowed to do so, there being 
no evidence to show that Hunter 
thought he was on his death bed. 

The examination will be resumed this 
morning.

PROTECTION OF GIRLS iN PARKS 
PART OF HIS DUTIES. 


Charece Against Park Employees In- 
vesetignted in Executive Sesston. 
Signal System Explained. 


QUIETING TITLE TO A HUSBAND. 


A CURIOUS DAMAGE SUIT BROUGHT 
ny WR. AND MRS, BONZO. 


A Complicated Claim Against the 
Loma Vista Hanch Company. 
Rosn Durbin Convicted of 
Grand Larceny. 


The Board of Park Commissioners 
vesterday acquitted Park Policeman 
Wilson of charges of improper conduct 
toward visitors at Westlake Park, the 
charges having been preferred by a 
young man who had been accosted by 
Wilson late at night in the park and 
made ¢o tell his business there. The 
board was satisfied that under the cir- 
cumstances the officer did right. It 
was declared to be the sense of the 
board that it was the duty of all officers 
to use every effort to protect young 
girls who visit the parks. 

The charges that the employés of 
Elysian Park had ween smuggling 
large quantities of beer into that park 
and had been drinking’ it in such quan- 
tities as to be unable to work was in- 
vestigated at an executive session of 
the Board of Park Commissioners yes- 
terday, but no decision was rendered. 
There is no rule against workmen ¢ak- 
ing beer into the parks and it is denied 
that the matter was anything like as 
serious as those who. preferred the 
charges attempted to make the board 
believe. 


No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday, although there were reports 
of a much larger number of suspected 
cases than usual. Some of these were 


found to be measles or some other 
simple ailment. Three of the others, 
however, were such as to lead the 
nealth authorities to order the patients 
into quarantine temporarily. They will 
know today whether «they are afflicted 
with smallpox or not. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
heard all about police signal systems 
yesterday from the agents who are 
trying to sell the city their respective 
systems. No action was taken on the 
however. A recommendation 
will be sen¢ to the Council a week fram 
Monday. 

Not unfrequently divorce suits are 
withdrawn, but it is altogether excep- 
tional when a case goes actually to 
trial and then at the last moment is 
dismissed by request. But that course 
was taken by Mrs. Unity Colan yester- 
day, she refusing absolutely to go on 
with her case. She claimed a second, 
common-law marriage with William 
Colan, the Aliso-street stockman, but 
as he married Miss Mary Bilderrain 
last year he utterly repudiated being 
tied by any previous marital bond. The 
defendant wanted the case to go on, 
but the plaintiff was obdurate, and the 
court, perforce, had to dismiss it. 

Judge Smith decided the rather in- 
teresting point yesterday that was 
raised in the suit of Mrs. Maximilia 
Gould against Daniel Webster Gould, 
that the court cannot order a defendant 
to pay attorneys’ fees at the time a 
decree of divorce is entered. Hereto- 
fore that has been quite an ordinary 
practice, but from now on this allow- 
ance will have to be obtained during 
the pendence of an action or not at all. 

In the suit of Riley against the Loma 
Vista Ranch Company. on trial ‘before 
Judge York, a very involved business 
transaction—or more accurately, a 
series of transactions—is being un- 
folded. The plaintiff held a warehouse 
receipt from the company’s manager 
for a large quantity of hay, and ac- 
cording to it there are yet 76 bales un- 
delivered and due. But the company 
maintains that the hay is not in ware- 
house, and that that fact demonstrates 
that no more hay can be paid out. 

Mrs. Lucia Bonzo and her husband, 
Carlo, have begun a suit against 
Guiseppe Paglisso to recover $20,000 for 
alienation of Mrs. Bonzo’s affections. 
The plaintiffs aver that Mrs. Bonzo 
suffered outrage at the hands of the de- 
fendant on more than one occasion and 
a monetary salve is now demanded to 
heal the physical and mental suffering 
rendered through his alleged misdeeds. 

Rosa Durbin, who, with Susie Doug- 
las and T. N. Garcia, was arrested on 
the charge of having robbed T. Tom- 
linson of $295 after having made him 
drunk, had her trial yesterday in De- 
partment One. The jury took only five 
minutes to return a verdict of convic- 
tion. 


WILSON DID RIGHT. 


BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 
ACQUITS THE OFFICER. 


Girls in Public Parks to Be Pro- 
tected—Beer Smuggling in Elys- 
ian Park not s0 Serious—Police 
Signal Systems Explained in 
Deiall. 


Park Policeman Wilson, against 
whom charges of over officiousness and 
insulting conduct and language had 
been preferred by Ernest Allen, an em- 
ployé of a Main-street pawnbroker, was 
not only acquitted of the charges yes- 
terday at a special meeting of the 
Board of Park Commissioners, but was 
told. almost in so many words to re- 
peat the actions of which Allen com- 
plained whenever he had reason to be- 
lieve that any person was visiting the 
parks for improper purposes. The 
charges were filed at the regular meet- 
ing of the — Thursday morning, 
und as then only one side of the case 
had been heard the members of the 
board were indignant that any officer 
should have acted as Allen declared 
Wilson had conducted himself. An im- 
mediate investigation was ordered, and 
yesterday afternoon Allen and a young 
man about his age appeared to prose- 
cute the officer. Wilson also appeared 
accompanied by Patrolmen Arguello 
and Loomis. Before the session was 
concluded, Allen was vtTiade to wish 
that he had not appeared in such a role, 
for the three officers made out a case 
against him that was not at all pleas- 
ant, and then completed it by establish- 
ing to the satisfaction of the board 
that Wilson had only done his duty. 

The written charges that Allen had 
filed were read. They recited that he. 
together with another young man and 
three young women, had visited the 
park about 9:30 o'clock on the evening 
of February 9. Allen and one of the 
young women had become separated 
from the others, and on one of the paths 
they were accosted by Officer Wilson, 


| 


«ho demanded to know what they were 
doing in that secluded spot at. that 
time of night. AtHen asserted that he 
‘ried to explain, but the officer’s man- 
ner was insulting, and his language 
sugested a suspicion that all was not 
right. Soon afterward the sister of the 
young worman came up, and the officer 
told her she had better take her sister. 
home. At this Allen was enraged, but 
ne left the officer and, returning later 
with a companion, whose name is not 
mentioned in the eqgmplaint, demanded 
to the number of the officer's star. 
saying he intended to report him to the 
Chieffof Police. Allen, on this state- 
ment demanded that Wilson be disci- 
plined. After the charges had been 
read he said they contained all he had 
to say on the subject, and the Mayor 
asked Wilson for his statement. 

The officer said he was patroling the 
park about 10 o’clock on the night men- 
tioned, when he saw a couple near 4 
bench in a secluded place, and askéd 
them what they were doing there. He 
denied that his manner was disrespect- 
ful or rude, but he thought he had 4 
right to know why they were there. 
Allen answered him hotly and later re- 
turned with a companion, who declared 
he was a Times reporter, and who 
threatened to ventilate the _ officer 
through the papers. Wilson gave the 
young man his name and number, and 
told them to do as they pleased. 

As the officer made this statement. 
the companion of Allen spoke up, de- 
claring he had not said he was a Times 
reporter, but simply that he was a 
newspaper man, and that he would see 
to it that Wilson got “roasted” if he 


-could get the “stuff printed. 


Wilson continued that he had caught 
Allen in the park about six months ago 
with a girl. and on that occasion he 
took a jug of wine from him. He 
thought the other youth was there at 


the time, but was not certain of his 
identity. At this the unknown became 
angry and appealed to Commissioner 


Jones to prove that he could not have 
been there at that time, as he was not 
in the city. Mr. Jones corroborated 
this statement. It then occurred to the 
Mayor that the name of the alleged 
newspaper man had not been mentioned 
and he asked him what his name was. 
Much to his surprise the young man 
refused to give him name. 

“Are you 
Mayor. 

“Yes, I have been,” replied the youth, 
“but I have never worked as such 
here. I worked in Syracuse, in New 
York and in the North. I did not tell 
that man I was on a paper here. His 
statement is fatse.”’ 

He could give no reason why he did 
not wish his name to be known, al- 
though Allen had dragged the names of 
two young women into the case, and 
as he still refused to tell who he was, 
Mayor Eaton asserted that a man who 
was ashamed to tell his name could 
not be allowed to be heard at all, and 
his statements should not be received 
in that or any other case. 

Wilson again repeated that he had 
caught Allen in the park late at night 
with a jug of wine in his possession, 
and had taken him to the boathouse 
and telephoned the Kolice Station about 
the matter, and afterward released him 
and the girl who was with him. Pat- 
rolman Arguello corroborated this fully 
and positively identified Allen as the 
person referred to. Allen denied the 
charges in strongest language. 

“If this officer knew his man and was 
certain that he was the same one he 
had accosted before in the park,” de- 
clared the Mayor, “it was his duty to 
stop him on the night complained of, 
and I think he did right.” 

Other members of the commission 
asserted that Officer Wilson should be 
commended instead of punished. Com- 
missioner Clark moved that the charges 
be. dismissed and that the officer be di- 
rected to take every precaution in fu- 
ture to protect young girls in the parks, 
but to be certain of his grounds before 
taking action. The motion was unani- 
mously adopted without argument. 

BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 

Instead of openly investigating the 
chargesthat had been preferred against 
certain of the employés of'Elysian Park 
and the foreman of that park, the 
Board of Park Commissioners thougat 
best to learn avhat they could about 
the matter in an executive’ session. 
When they assembled yesterday after- 
noon they entered the Mayor’s private 
office accompanied by Park Commis- 
sioner Garey, Park Secretary Menden- 
hall and several of the park employés. 
As they were entering the room the 
question was asked wminether their ses- 
sion there was for the purpose of in- 
vestigating anything, and Superinten- 
dent Garey replied that it was an en- 
tirely different matter that was to be 
considered. 

The charges which were preferred the 
day before by certain ex-employés of 
the parks, were to the effect that the 
employés of Elysian Park had been 
smuggling beer into that pleasure 
ground and at times had imbibed so 
freely that they were incapacitated for 
work. No less than fifteen barrels of 
beer had been so used, so the affida- 
vits filed with the board recited. Of 
course the filing of such charges could 
be considered a direct slap at the man- 
ner in which Park Superintendent Ga- 
rey performs his duties, and this may 
account for the solicitude of the mem- 
bers of the board not to have the in- 
vestigation held in public. 

For more than an hour the commis- 
sioners ‘‘investigated.”’ That their ses- 
sion was not of the most quiet kind 
was indicated by the sound of high 
voices, which from time to time could 
be heard through the doors. When the 
secret session was over and the board 
assembled for a public meeting, no 
word was spoken of the beer matter. 
It was learned, however, that from 
what the commissioners heard they did 
not consider that the charges were 
very serious. It was shown that the ex- 
tent of the beer drinking had not been 
as great as was reported. That beer 
had been sent into the park avas not 
denied, but it was asserted that it 
was’in small quantities and that the 
workmen were never incapacitated as 
a result of drinking it. In order to 
get at all the facts, it avas decided 
to summon the men who filed the 
charges to appear at the next regular 
meeting of the board and tell all they 
know. Much credence was not given 
the charges owing to the fact that 
they avere made by men who had been 
discharged after having participated in 
what they now seek to make an offense. 
There is no rule of the department 
against beer drinking and at most the 
commissioners believe they can only 
warn the employés not to repeat their 
beer picnics. 

Superintendent Garey presented a 
code of rules for the guidance of park 
employés. It was adopted and ordered 
printed. The rules are the same as 
those contained in the ordinance reiat- 
ing to the duties of park employés. 

The members decided to visit the 
parks east of the river, accompanied by 
the Finance Committee, next Saturday 
afternoon for the purpose of making 
an inspection with a view to having ex- 


asked the 


‘tensive improvements made. 


MORE SUSPECTS THAN USUAL. 


No New Smallpox Cases, but Health 
Authorities are Kept Busy. 

No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday, although there were more 
than .the usual number of. reported 
suspected case, and as all of them had 
to be investigated the Health Officer 
and his assistants were kept busy un- 
til late last night. No less than ten 
reports were made at the health office 
yesterday of cases that ‘‘looked some- 
thing like smallpox,”’ and, as has been 
the rule ever since the disease first ap- 
peared, the receipt of such a report 
was foliowed immediately hy the send- 
ing of a physician to see the patients. 
Several of the cases were found to be 
measles, others were simple inflam- 
mation of the skin and all but three 
were pronounced to be not smallpox. 
The three were in such condition that 


it was impossible to determine whether | 
the patients were afflicted with the 
much-dreaded disease or not. As a 
measure of precaution the health au- 
thorities ordered a temporary quaran- 
tine against all of these cases, and to- 
day they avill be able to determine the 
nature of their illness. The houses in 
which they were found were promptly 
fumigated, and if they develop into 
smallpox all the precautions that can 
be taken sill have been taken to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 


TOLD ALL THEY KNEW. 


Pelice Commissioners Hear Mach 
About Police Signal Systems. 


If the members of the Hoard of Po- 
lice Commissioners do not know all 
there is to know about the merits and 
demerits of the two police signal sys- 
tems Which are now being displayed in 
the City Hall, it is not the fault of the 
respective representatives of the com- 
panies making those systems or of City 
Electrician Francis. A special meet- 
ing of the board was held yesterday 
morning for the purpose of hearing 
what the representatives of the com- 
panies had to say, the commissioners 
inspecting the exhibits after their reg- 
ular meeting of last Tuesday. From 
10 o'clock until nearly 1 the commis- 
sioners sat patiently and listened in 
turn to the praise of this system and 
the ridiculing of that, and vice versa, 
andl then they heard a rounding up of 
the entire subject by the City. Elec- 
triclan. 

T. Banks Cregier, 
Municipal Police Signal Company of 
Chicago, was the first speaker. After 
explaining that the reason he had not 
made a more extensive exhibit had 
been simply because he supposed the 
commissioners only wanted to see how 
his system worked, and did not want 
a complete plant for exhibition pur- 
poses, he began paying his compli- 
ments to the Gamewell system in a 
manner that was not very compli- 
mentary, and at the same time he en- 
deavored to show the board that his 
system was the best that could be se- 
cured. He frst attacked the_ time 
stamp on the Gamewell exhibit, de- 
claring that it was not‘necessary +o 
such a system, and then in turn he 
tock up the points of alleged supe- 
riority of that system over his own 
and endeavored to show that although 
he did not claim to make as fine a 
showing as did the other company, he 
had a system that would do everythinz 
that the other system would do and 
would perform other service besides. 
As to the bid that had been received 
from the Boston company for some- 
thing over $10,000, Cregier asserted that 
that bid was a mere dummy placed 
really by the Gamewell company to 
lead the commisisoners to believe that 
their bid was lower than some other 
systems in the country. He declared 
that his system was in working order 
in Chicago, and this led one of the 
members to ask him how many boxes 
he had in operation there. He replied 
that he had but two boxes there at 
present, but others had been ordered. 
He then presented letters from Chi- 
cago police officials recommending his 
system to any person in need of such 
a thing. The members asked him many 
questions, which he answered prompt- 
ly. He was unable to estimate, how- 
ever, what the cost of the establish- 
ment of his system here would be after 
the city had purchased the boxes. 

A. J. Coffee, representing the Game- 
well Company, then addressed the 
board for nearly an hour. He  dis- 
played photographs of the parts of his 
system showing it in actual operation. 
He declared that it was no longer a 
matter of experiment with his com- 
pany. because they had 150 systems in 
use in different parts of the world. Fol- 
lowing this was a detailed technical de- 
scription of the working of the wires, 
the transmission of current, etc. Cof- 
fee asserted that the Cregier system 
was a telephone service pure and sim- 
ple. and asserted that if the city pur- 
chase it the cost of equipment and in- 
stallation would be $5000 more 
than the entire cost of purchas- 
ing and installing the Gamewell sys- 
tem. In addition to this difference in 
initial cost. he asserted that the rental 
of wires alone would cost the city six 
times as much as if the Gamewell sys- 
tem were accepted. His company, he 
said. is a well-known institution with 
a capital of nearly a million dollars, 
and a company that would not fail or 
go out of business. He declared that 
the Cregier company was a new or- 
ganization trying an experimental sys- 
tem. and the city had no assurance 
that it would be in business in a year 
or two. If the city wanted a tele- 
phone system only, it would be cheaper 
to have the telephone company fur- 
nish and maintain it. The rental on 
this would be less than the interest on 
the money necessary to establish the 
Cregier system and keep it in order. 
The return call bells could be provided 
if the city so desired, and there would 
be no expense of worn-out’ instru- 
ments, for the telephone company 
would look after that. He asserted 
that if the plan of erection of his sys- 
tem was followed by Mr. Cregier on a 
fifty-box system, it would not work 
at all. 

Following Mr. Coffee’s speech there 
was some sharp cross-questioning by 
each of the agents, and now and then 
a member of the commission asked 
some question. 

City Electrician Francis then ad- 
dressed the board. He declared at the 
outset that he was paid by the city 
to advance its interests, and he  be- 
lieved it to be his duty to see to it 
that the city secured the best that 
could be obtained for the money. In 
electrical work, it was an invariable 
rule that the best was cheapest in the 
end. no matter what the initial cost 
might be. and in spite of the difference 
in the cost he asserted that as between 
the two systems he considered it his 
duty to the city to favor the Gamewell 
system. because he believed it would 
give the city better service than. the 
other. He gave a history of police sig- 
nal systems and showed wherein the 
two systems offered here differed. The 
Gamewell system, he said, was a police 
signal system, while the other was sim- 
ply a telephone system, such as any 
telephone company used. * As to the 
bells on the top of the Cregier boxes, 
Mr. Francis asserted that it would be 
impossible to use them unless the offi- 
cer to be called was within 100 feet of 
the box and with boxes sometimes a 
mile apart, the bell would be of little 
use. If a signal was desired, a visual 
one could be secured consisting of a 
semaphore for day use, and a (flash- 
light by night. The City Electrician 
spoke for nearly an hour, and in con- 
clusion asserted that he would be able 
to put. in a telephone system with all 
necessary appliances for less money 
than the Cregier system would cost, to 
say nothing of the cost of installing 
it. He further asserted that if the 
Cregier system were established, it 
would be practically impossible to sub- 
stitute any other system in event it 
was not satisfactory, while with the 
other a new system could be placed in 
service by simply making the neces- 
sary connections. Many questions were 
asked by members of the commission, 
and at the conclusion of the addresses 
the board took the matter under ad- 
visement. They will come to some de- 
cision at their next regular meeting 
Tuesday morning.

The contract for the removal of dead 
animals and condemned meat from the 
city was awarded by the Board of 
Public Works yesterday to John Mur- 
phy. the lowest bidder. His figures 
are: For each cow, steer, horse, mule 
or other beast of burden collected and 
disposed of, 49 cents: for each sheep, 
goat, hog or dog, 39 cents; for each 
cat. 24 cents: for each animal con- 
demned and required to be disposed of, 
$2: for condemned meats per hundred- 
weight. 50 cents. This contract has 
been held for the past three years by 
William Peterson, whose prices were 
more than double those quoted by Mr. 
Murphy. 

The petition of J. F. Cosby and others 
for the abandonment of Henderson 
street from Sixth street to Ocean View 
avenue, was granted. and the City At- 
torney was directed to present the nec- 
essary ordinance.

A DUBIOUS RECEIPT. 


LARGE CONSIGNMENT OF HAY THAT 
MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 


A Suit Against the Loma Vista 
Ranch Company That Appears 
Simple, but Thet is Badly In- 
volvwed—Dispute as to the Defini- 
tion of a Certain Reccipt. 


—<—<—+ 


There is a case on trial before Judge 
York, sitting without a jury, that illus- 
trates how a transaction that on its 
face appeafs to be a simple business 
dealing, may become complicated out of 
all recognition. . 

William Riley is suing the Loma 
Vista Ranch Company, W. W. Howard 
and W. L. Riley, for a quantity of 
hay alleged to be owing on a warehouse 
receipt. It is alleged by the plaintiff 
that on July 14, 1896, the ranch company 
delivered to W. W. Howard its ware- 
house receipt at Howard's Summit for 
2159 bales of oat and barley hay, 
weighing 474,691 pounds. Howard then, 
it is averred, sold and indorsed the 
receipt to W. L. Riley, and he in 
turn indorsed it over to the present 
plaintiff. There had been delivered 
1399 bales of the hay, leaving a bal- 
ance of 760 bales for delivery, and the 
plaintiff alleges that he demanded de- 
livery of these, and offered to pay 
the storage fees on May 18, 1898, but 
got no satisfaction. On that date hay 
was worth $22 per ton, and it is averred 
that by reason of the delay he has been 
damaged $1892, and for that amount he 
asks judgment. 

So far the claim set up appears on 
its face to be simple enough, but in 
the answer that has been put in, and 
the cross-complaints by the ranch com- 
pany and Mr. Howard, the hay trans- 
action appears enveloped in a maze o 
entanglements. It appears that My. 
Howard was the manager of the com- 
pany. and part of his business was buy- 
ing and selling hay, grain, etc. It 
is alleged that he bought the hay and 
made out the warehouse receipt to him- 
self: that it was deposited with the 
Merchants’ National Bank as a pledge 
for an indebtedness, and thaf re- 
mained in the bank's possession all of 
the time. It is also averred that whi'e 
an assignment to W. L. Riley was 
made. in reality it was an assignment 
of only a half-interest, as it was un- 
derstood that Riley was to settle the 
bank’s claim. pay the storage charges, 
and upon selling the hay divide with 
Howard share and share alike. 

As for the ranch company, it alleges 
that Howard sometimes mace mistakes 
in his book-keeping, and that the proof 
that 760 bales of hay is not in ware- 
house to the credit of the plaintiff. is 
shown by the fact that there is no hay 
there at all, it all having been deliv- 
ered on the receipt. The company fur- 
thermore. avers that it is not a ware- 
house company, and that Mr. Howard 
as manager, had no right or authority 
to do a warehouse business. 

As if to give a little spice to an 
otherwise technical proceeding. the 
Diaintiff’s attorneys point to the law re- 
garding receipts of the character of 
the one in dispute. When they are 
made negotiable, the law is specific as 
to how they shall be drawn, and that 
on their face shall be set out the full 
particulars. and that there shall be ‘‘no 
offset. claim or demand other than is 
expressed on their face.”” A succeed- 
ing section provides that any ware- 
houseman., or other, violating any of the 
reauirements set out, shall be guilty of 
a felony. and shall be subject to in- 
dictment. and upon conviction may be 
fined $5000 or imprisoned for five years, 
or both. And furthermore that any 
person aggrieved and suffering loss may 
recover the full amount. 


FIRST OF THREE. 


Rosa Durbin Found Guilty of Rob- 
bing Her Guest. 

Rosa Durbin, the first of the trio ac- 
cused of robbing an old man named 
Thomas Tomlinson of $295, was brought 
to trial yesterday before Judge Smith 
and a jury on the charge of grand lar- 
ceny. 

The facts in the case were exceedingly 
bare and simple, and were scarce com- 
batted on defence. It appeared from the 
evidence that on the night of January 
11 the prosecuting witness, Tomlinson, 
got into bad company and at the room 
of the defendant at the Russ House 
continued drinking with Rosa Durbin 
and the other two defendants, Susie 
Douglas and T. N. Garcia. As to what 
took place there his memory was a 
blank, but the defendants engaged a 
hack driver to take the old man away 
and dump him out anywhere he pleased. 
But as Tomlinson had been relieved of 
the $295 he had with him when he went 
into the Russ House, and had not a cent 
left, the hackman could not get any- 
thing out of his intoxicated and in- 
voluntary patron for his fare and so he 
returned with him to the Russ House. 

When the defendants were arrested 
a large amount of the stolen money 
was recovered and the present defen- 
dant delivered up to the city detectives 
at the Police Station $80 in paper money 
that she had secured in a secret place 
about her person. The jury was out 
yesterday only five minutes and then 
returned into court with a verdict of 
guilty as charged. 


MRS, COLAN’S VAGARIES, 


She Wanted Postponement to Get a 
New Dress. 

Mrs. Unity Colan appeared, with her 
attorneys, Stafford & Dougherty, before 
Judge Trask yesterday morning, osten- 
sibly to prosecute a suit for divorce 
against William Colan, who she alleges 
is her husband. But at the last mo- 
ment she wanted the case postponed 
until today, to permit her to get a new 
dress wherewith to do‘honor to the 
occasion. Judge Trask explained that 
such a thing was not possible, and that 
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furthermore he could not hear it, be- 
ing occupied in the trial of another 
case. Mrs. Unity was not to be turned 
down in that way, and she told the 
court that he wasn't the only Judge, 
and that if he _couldn’t hear it she 
dared say she could find some other 
judge who would. 

Judge Oster of San Bernadrino, sit- 
ting in Department Two to hear cer- 
tain cases for Judge Trask, was favored 
with Mrs. Unity’s presence in a few 
moments, and before him the particu- 
lars of the most curious case was un- 
folded and finally disposed of. 

In her complaint the plaintiff alleged 
that she and William Colan intermar- 
ried in 1887, but that she could tell 
neither the date nor the month; that 
they had lived on a homestead in the 
Mt. Pleasant tract with the three chil- 
dren by a former marfiage that had 
taken place between them, and which 
was dissolved in 1886. Incidentally the 
wife averred that her husband had 
contracted a bigamous alliance in No- 
vember, 1898, with Mary Bilderrain, 
and is living with her on Hewitt street. 
AS a separate cause of action Mrs. 
Unity Colan also averred that the de- 
fendant threatened her with a tea ket- 
tle full of boiling water, and took a 
knife and threatened to carve up their 
son Nelson; that on another occasion 
he seized the plaintiff by the throat, 
struck her in the face and knocked her 
down in the presence of their daughter 
Esther. 

All of these facts Mr. Stafford ex- 
plained to the court he believed to be 
true. The parties to the suit had con- 
tracted a common law marriage in the 
early eighties, and were divorced in 
1886. In the following year, the attor- 
ney Maintained, a common law marriage 
was entered into, for, although both 
parties are ignorant, and the defendant 
could. not write, yet it was contended 
that he dictated many letters in which 
he addressed the plaintiff as his wife. 
Under this contention a claim would 
be set up to all of the defendant's prop- 
erty, consisting of live stock etc., and 
the Farmers and Merchants’ Bank was 
made party defendant to prevent the 
alleged husband from withdrawing the 
$10,000 said to be on deposit there to 
credit. 

ut while Attorney Stafford u 
that his client had a good shin ie 
plaintively stated that at the last min- 
ute. she positively refused to go on 
with it, and he asked that he and his 
associate counsel he allowed to with- 
draw and that the court take Mrs. 
Unity Colan under its protection. 

But Foley & Peck, representing the 


defendant, objected to the turn the 
;case was taking. They contended for 
their client, that after the first com- 
mon law marriage there was no sem- 
blance or pretence of a second, but 
that 4 -.divoree suit was begun some 
time ago and when the attorneys in 
the case realized the status of their 
client it was dismissed. Now for the 
second time a suit had been begun, 
and counsel contended that their chent 
Was entitled to have the matter adju- 
dicated and his status established. 
Judge Oster appealed to the plain- 
tiff herself and asked her if she wanted 
to go on with the case. Mrs. Unity 
answered very decidedly that she did 
not thereupon the court said he had 
no option in the matter but to order its

The 
aquarium in the premises contains 
every varietv of game and food fish, 
ete.. obtainable in the Mediterranean, 
and the South Atlantic. The tempera- 
ture of these waters and perhaps to 
some extent the geological character- 
istics of the sea bottoms would prove 
largely identical with our own Santa 
Barbara Channel. A competent scien- 
tist. of course, should be in charge of 
that branch of the work, but with such 
coiperation it is believed that the 
aquarium of the grotto would prove a 
most valuable auxiliary attraction. 
Given that the whole were presented

In a letter from Washington to the 
New York Commercial Bulletin these 
remarks are made on the above table: 

“Comparisons for the past two years, 
however, do not reveal the rapidity of 
the growth in manufacturing exports 
within the past decade. The character 
of this growth is better illustrated 
by the fact that the whole volume of 
exports of manufactured goods was 
Only $132,775,393 for the calendar year 
1888, and $150,134,948 for 1499. The 
growth from 1888 to 1898, therefore, was 
about 94175,000,000, or about 120 per 
cent. It has sometimes been claimed 
that the growth in manufacturing ex- 
ports is chiefly due to the export of 
comparatively crude products, like 
copper ingots and mineral oil. An ex- 
amination of the exports of these two 
large items shows that the exports of 
copper were $4,902,798 in value in 1888, 
as compared with $33,598,869 in 1898. The 
exports of mineral oils, however, were 
$42,650,998 im 1888, and $47,592,299 in 
1898. The net increase in these two ar- 
ticles, therefore, over the period of 
ten years was about $32,500,000 and 
leaves about $142,000,000 for the in- 
crease in more advanced products. The 
imports of other articles than copper 
ingots and mineral oils would compare 
in about the ratio of $85,000,000 in 1888 
and $226,000,000 in 1898. The improve-

ment in manufacturing exports in 1898 . 


as compared with 1897, which amount- 
ed to about $28,000,000, was not due in 
any degree to an increased export of 
copper ingots and minerai oils, since 
those two articles together showed a 
decrease of about $4,000,000. 

_ “The real explanation of the charac- 
ter of the growth in manufacturing ex- 
ports is found largely under the head 
of products of iron and steel and ar- 
ticles of which they form a part. The 
item of exports of iron and steel man- 
ufactures alone, which stood at $19,- 
578,489 in 1888, had swelled to $62,737,- 
260 in 1897 and $82,774,958 in 1898. Sev- 
eral other articles of composite ma- 
terial, but containing large  propor- 
tions of iron and steel, also show a 
remarkable increase. Among these are 
agricultural implements, cycles and 
their parts. scientific and electrical ap- 
paratus and locomotives. The large 
volume of manufacturing exports in 
December raised several items, which 
threatened to fali below the record of 
1897 to an excess in 1898. Among these 
were cotton cloths, which showed ex- 
ports in December of $833,544 in 1897 
and $1,765,493 in 1898. The figures for 
both years were slightly below 1896, 
when the entered value of the exports 
was $16,245,077, but the difference was 
due to the fall of price rather than a 
reduction in the number of yards ex- 
ported. Improvements in the volume of 
exports are found under nearly every 
leading item and in some cases of sur- 
prising proportions. Thus, the exports 
of mauufactures of paper increased al- 
most 100 per cent. in two vears—from 
$2.837.671 in 1896 to $5,581,604 in 1898. 
The export of cycles, which did not 
increase very greatly over 1897, never- 
theless advanced from $3,796,022 in 1896 
to $7,092,197 in 1898. The following ta- 
ble exhibits the changes in the export 
of several important articles of man- 
ufacture for the calendar years 1897 


This growth is ali the more gratify- 
ing when compared with the decrease 
in imports. The falling off was very 
remarkable, showing that we are not 
only making a great deal of manufac- 
tures for export, but that at the same 
time we are pretty completely supply- 
ing the home markets.

The smart recoveries trom yesterday's close 
failed to hold in the case of the railways. 
Realizing in St. Paul, its favorable showing 
for third week in February leaving it below 
yesterday. and Buriington lost its early ad- 
vance and declined further, ending with a 
loss of % on the reported abandonment of a 
general refunding plan. There was coneid- 
erable professional selling, as well as some 
realizing, and stop-loss orders were reached. 
Tiaders were induced to sell on the idea 
that there would be another substantial de- 
crease in the bank reserves tomorrow. The 
market disp!ayed fever'shness as the 
tending int«rests succeeded in either lifting 
or depressing prices, and then dealings con- 
tracted with a somewhat professioral ap- 
pearance to the a(ternoon’s trading.

BURRO-KILLING MOUNTAIN LION 
SHOT BY FRANK ROSS, 


The Beast Had Been Feeding on the 
Barros at Snyder’s Camp—Suit 
for Damages Against Contractor 
Slavin—Top Notch of Tourist 
Travel—The Gohn Case. 


PASADENA, Feb. 24, — [Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] Frank Ross of this city had 
an adventure with a mountain lion in 
Eaton's Cafion this morning, and brought 
down the game with a shot from his rifle, se- 
curing the first specimen of the puma cap- 
tured by a Pasadena hunter this season. A 
full-grown mountain lion generally measures 
from nine to eleven feet from tip to tip, and 
this one stretches out about five feet. The 
carcass Weighs eighty-five pounds, and it is 


supposed that the creature was about 8 
months old. 


Several days ago, when Ross and a party 
were hunting in the cafion, they came across 
the tracks of the beast. The lions prefer to 
feed on deer; and deer being scarce on this 
side of the mountains, their tracks have 
been so rare of late that the discovery caused 
sonie excitement. The hunters laid for the 
lion and when they heard yesterday that one 
of the burros pastured near Snyder's half-way 
house had been killed, they were pretty sure 
they were near their game. Tracing the blood 
Stains that came from the bitten throat, they 
found the spot where the lion had buried his 
quarry. The nervy little beast had dragged 
@ burden much or than himself half way 
down the cafion, had digged a hole in a sandy 
and covered the ty The hunters 

new that he would come back for break- 
fast early the next morning, and before the 
sun was up today they stationed themselves 
in_a good position for a shot. 

They heard the lion’s scream when he got 
his first taste of the burro’s blood 
waited for him to enjoy his meal. When he 
had sated himself, he scratched the dirt over 
the remainder of his prey and started up the 
mountain side. As he climbed, he presented 
his full length as a target, and Ross fired. 
The ball struck the lion just behind one ear 
and came out through his nose.

SAN DIEGO, 


An Agent Looking into the Situation 
at San Diégo—California and 
Oriental Said to Be Interested. 
Naval Ball at Coronado in Honor 
of the Leander’s Officers.

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 24.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] An agent of the Chilean Consul- 
General's office has been here several days 
from San Francisco investigating the ad- 
vantages of this port as a possible terminus, 
or at least a port of call, of the steamers 
of the Compafiia Sud-Americano de Vapores, 
which, with the steamers of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company, are soon to be 
operated along the coast as far north as San 
Francisco. The inquiries of this agent have 
been extremely quiet, and if any negotiations 
are pending for the purchase of dockage or 
terminal facilities they are not made public. 

It is rumored that the California and Ori- 
ental Steamship Company is in communica- 
tion with the South American lines; trying 
to secure the extension of the service along 
the Mexican coast to this port, thus making 
direct connection with the Orient and Cen- 
tral and South America. But the officials 
of the California and Oriental maintain 
secrecy on the subject, and declare that they 
are not bothering their heads about the 
southern coast lines until they have the 
transpacific Ime well under way. At the same 
time, as a lar proportion of the Chinese 
business is with Mexico, it is to the inter- 
est of the California and Oriental to have 
communication with Mexico as soon as pos- 
sible, and there is little doubt that some im- 
portant move is on foot. 

In the mean time the Lower California 
Development Company is slowly moving tow- 
ard the reéstablishment of its line down the 
coast. The steamer Carlos Pacheco is being 
fitted with new boilers in order to take the 
run betwecn here and Ensenada, thus leaving 
the steamer St. Denis free to go down the 


coast.

AN ALLEGED SHOPLIFTER 


WOMAN ARRESTED IN BROADWAY 
DEPARTMENT STORE. 


Trunkful of Goods Seized at Her 
Apartments Seid to Be the Fruit 
of Systematic Pilfering—Officinl 
Information lacking. 


A well-dressed and respectable-lcok- 
ing old woman was arrested on the 
charge of shoplifting yesterday morn- 
ing in the Broadway Department store. 

She had been a recuiar_customer at 
the store for about a year, but for the 
last three months had been under sus- 
picion of systematically stealing goods 
while in the store under the pretense 
of shopping. The clerks had been in- 
structed to watch her closely whenever 
she appeared there. The result was 
that a floorwalker and several of the 
saleswomen surprised her in the at- 
tempt to smuggle a piece of dress goods 
untier her cloak yesterday morning. So 
it is allewed, at least, and the evidence 
against her was considered so plain 
that she was detained by employés 
while an officer was sent for. 

Detective Goodman went to the store 
and took the oid woman into custody. 
He escorted her to the Police Station, 
where she was put in the “sweat box” 
until she gave some information about 
herself. ; Later in the day Detective 
Goodman searched her apartments at 
No. 626 South Olive street, where he 
seized a large trunk full of goods, the 
bulk of which is believed to be stolen 
property. The floorwalker of § the 
Broadway Department store identified 
considerable of the stuff as goods com- 
ing from that establishment, and which 
the old woman is not believed to have 
purchased. Most of the rest of the 
merchandise in the trunk is bellieved 
to be from other stores in this city. 

The prisoner at first gave the name 
of Mrs. Huxley, but later stated that 
she was a divorced woman and that her 
present name is Mrs. Silver. 

Owing to difficulties put in the way of 
reporters by the censorship of the news 
exercised by the police department, it 
was impossible yesterday or last night 
to learn anything definite about the ar- 
rest from an official source. The pris- 
oner has not yet been booked on the 
police blotter. nor was there any offi- 
cial record of the affair up to a late 
hour last night that was accessible to 
newsgatherers. 


TOO MANY DEBTS. 


Horse Show Swamped Wooster, and 
He Filed. 

Creditors flock in vain to the offices 
of the Los Angeles Horse Show Asso- 
ciation in quest of M. E. Wooster, the 
late secretary of that concern, but are 
always met with the reply that “Mr. 
Wooster has not been down today.” 

Mr. Wooster arrived in this city 
about nine months ago, and at once 
started to work on the proposition of 
promoting a horse show in Southern 
California. 

Unfortunately for the enterprise from 
a financial standpoint, on the second 
night of the affair there blew up such 
a Windstorm that the main tent was 
torn badly, and for a while threatened 
to blow down completely. Under these 
circumstances the management found 
it impossible to give that evening’s en- 
tertainment, and the audience was dis- 
missed. It cost the 
$500 to repair the damages sustained 
by the tents during this blow. And as 
the running expenses went on just the 
Same, that night’s loss was considered 
over $1000. Many of those present the 
second night failed to come again, be- 
ing alarmed at the flimsy condition of 
the tents and fearing a repetition of 
that night’s storm. 

Then the stand that Col. Harkness 
took when the Huntington cup was 
awarded to Mr. Hobart also resulted in 
cutting down the attendance to a cer- 
tain extent, the result being that from a 
financial standpoint the affair. was a 
failure and barely paid its running ex- 
penses. 

Mr. Wooster, who lived while here in 
splendid style, had until the show took 
place, been prompt in the payment of 
his bills and had succeeded in work- 
ing himself up in the esteem of the 
community. About six weeks before 
the opening of the show Mr. Wooster’s 
troubles began, He then began can- 
tracting numerous bills, depending upon 
the proceeds he would receive from 
his interest in the horse show to settle 
With his creditors. The close of the 
horse show found Mr. Wooster about 
ate in debt, and unable to meet his 

ills, 

He then started the pony races, and 
lost some $300 on this venture. His 
creditors now began to come down on 
him, and, seeing that his credit here 
had come to an end, he quietly made all 
preparations to leave, and last Tuesday 
night he jumped the f wn, leaving a 
String of creditors who deeply mourn 
his loss. 

Mr. Wooster’s friends say he has 
gone to San Francisco, and that he 
will return and pay his debts as soon 
as he can raise the money.
